48) to 
the east. Trainor said that 
notice has been given to begin 
the ‘missing 19mile gap”

In conjunction with this, he 
reported that his staff has met 
with West Virginia officials to 
begin work on an application to 
designate Route 48 an interstate 
highway. He said that ground 
work is being laid now 

He reported that the Route 48 
interchange ramp from west- 
bound Rt. 48 to Rt. 219 was com- 
pleted in June and is now open 
to traffic. This, he said, will 
hopefully address some of the 
safety concerns they have had 
about that interchange. The 
second project he discussed was 
the building of a permanent 
ramp at the Rt. 219 north inter- 
change. The state will be 
advertising for construction 
bids next year and the work is 
expected to begin on that ramp 
in F Y-1990 

Oakland Rt. 39 Bridge 

A third major project he an- 
nounced was the replacement of 
the Rt. 39 bridge over the CXS 
railroad tracks in Oakland. The 
bridge, he said, is at the point 
where it’s time to begin an engi- 
neering project looking into a 
replacement. The bridge, which 
was built in 1924, presently is 
posted for 56,000 pounds, but the 
problems of the bridge involve 
deteriorating superstructure, 
substructure, abutments and 
piers. The height of the bridge is 
too low to allow car-carrvying 
freight trains to pass 
underneath, and the unusual, 
steep grade of the bridge 
long. low trucks 
passing over it. Trainor said 
that bridge projects are 
generally major projects, and 
this one proves to be fairly 
expensive 

Oakland Councilman Helbig 
voiced his concerns and asked 
that the town be allowed some 
input in the engineering study, 
agreed to by the 
officials. The town’s 
according to Helbig, is 
that Second Street will be perm- 
anently closed at the bridge 
and the Town 
and Greater Oakland 
Business Association could 
express opinions about an 
alternate route, if necessary 

Truck Weigh Station 

Another project reviewed was 
an eastbound A truck 
weigh/inspection station to be 
located on Rt. 48 at the top of 
Big Savage Mountain in Garrett 
County, just east of the Finzel 
exit. Engineer Beaulieu said 
this station would have “‘every- 
thing seen at the ones in the 
Frederick on 1-70; pull- 
over full inspection 
capabilities, and full weighing 
capabilities. Construction is 
expected to begin in FY -1989 

Route 219 Study 

The Office of State Planning 
conducted a study of Route 219, 
taking a long-term look at its 
utilization, accident rate and 
passing problems, among other 
things. The results of that 
report suggests two major 
improvements: truck climbing 
lanes and intersection improve- 
ments 

The report looked at 39 inter- 
between Oakland to 
Keyser’s Ridge, and suggested 
that seven of need 
detailed reviews. Those in- 
clude: Rt. 219/Md. Rt. 42 inter- 
section, considered a dangerous 
intersection because it's on the 
crest of a hill. The report shows 
that there are problems finding 
it, especially at night, and 
providing a lane for a left turn is 
Suggested in addition to more 
lighting. The other intersections 
to be investigated include 
Kings Run/Rt. 219: Sand 
Filat/Rt. 219; Mayhew Inn/Rt 
2.9: Glendale Rd./Rt. 219; 
Bumble Bee Kd./Rt. 219; and 
Deep Creek Drive/Rt. 219 

It was noted that sign modi- 
fications are needed, that street 
signs are extremely helpful to 
motorists shoulder 
improvements throughout the 
corridor would also be a major 
benefit. Cormmissioner Groves 
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asked how long until some 
action on the intersection plan 
will be seen, and was told that 
some work, such as the 
shoulder work, will begin 
immediately; others still need 
engineering work and proof of 
cost effectiveness before work 
can begin 
Rt. 42 Truck Lane 

The question of a possible 
truck lane on Rt. 42 from 
Friendsville at Elder Hill was 
discussed. Beaulieu said that 
there is a need to look at the 
other hazards of truck usage on 
Rt. 42, and added that they are 
trying to keep trucks off Rt. 42 
as much as possible, preferring 
they use Rt. 48 and Rt. 219 
south. 

GCC Sign 

As a final request, Del 
George Edwards asked that a 
sign be constructed on Rt. 48 at 
Keyser’s Ridge pointing toward 
Garrett Community College. He 
said he has been told that that 
intersection is too far from the 
college to meet their specifica- 
tions, however, he said since it 
is the main artery going to the 
college, it's very important to 
have a sign up on the freeway 
“It’s the only college in our 
county. There are signs on the 
freeway for Allegany Com- 
munity College and Hagerstown 
Junior College, and although 
those colleges are a lot closer to 
the freeway, this is just as 
important to us.”’

Paul S. Sarbanes, who has indi- 
cated that the project ts 
presently listed as a priority 
project by the US. Senate 
Appropriations Committee 

The Airport Planning Study 
will be used to familiarize the 
State Aviation Administration 
and the Federal Aviation 
Administration with the present 
airport facility its past and 
its prospective future. 

An important part of the 
study evaluated numerous sites 
in the county for an airport 
facility. This criteria was based 
on land acquisition, develop- 
ment costs, meteorological con- 
cerns such as wind coverage 
and fog, aviation obstructions, 
proximity to population and 
activity centers, the potential of 
future expansion, ground 
access, potential noise impacts 
and other environmental 
impacts 

The conclusion of the report is 
that the existing airport site is 
the optimum site for future air- 
port development in the county 

The study projection also 
shows that flight operations at 
the airport are expected to 
increase from the present level 
of 13,000 annually to approx- 
imately 20,500 by 1998, with the 
number of based aircraft in- 
creasing from 20 now to 35 
during the next 10 years. 

The study reports that air 
transportation began in Garrett 
County in 1962, when FAA funds 
were used to purchase a 
200-acre tract of land east of 
U.S. Route 219 near McHenry 
The $169,000 original grant was 
used to construct the 2,500 by 75 
foot runway, a taxiway stub and 
apron 

The 1980s brought increased 
activity at the airport as a 
result of the continuous popu- 
lation and industrial growth of 
the county. The study states

that: “During the early 1980s, a 
yrowing recreational industry 
at Deep Creek Lake initiated a 
new interest in upgrading the 
airport facilities. Preliminary 
studies and investigations by 
the Garrett County Board of 
Commissioners suggested that 
activity at the airport had signi- 
ficantly increased and that, if 
an expanded facility was pro 
vided, even more activity could 
occur 

This planning study focuses 
on aviation demand for the 
region, the possibility of a more 
suitable airport site and a 
feasibility analysis of expansion 
potential and continued use of 
the existing airport. During the 
past three to four years, a 
dramatic growth in the recrea- 
tion industry around the lake 
has been seen: this growth is 
now occurring ‘year round.’ 
The most visible growth to the

even believe it is Armageddon, 
mot a New Jerusalem toward which 
we are moving. Last evening a 
inend commented to me, “‘Isn't it 
strange that with all the techno- 
logical improvements of the past 
few decades, it is more of a chore 
to travel today than it was."’ It's 
as if with every technological step 
forward, we've taken one or more 
human steps backward. In fact, 
that seems to be true of much of 
life and Isaiah's words seem par- 
ticularly applicable to our own 
times: ‘‘Behold, my servants shall - 
at, but you shall be hungry; my © 
servants shall drink, but you shall: 
be thirsty;...shall rejoice, but you : 
shall be put to shame;...shall sing ° 
for gladness of heart, but you ° 
shall cry out for pain of heart, 
and shall wail for anguish of spir- 
it’’ (65:13, 14a). 


SELF-INFLICTED WOUNDS . 
According to pollsters, the pre- * 
vailing attitude of the majority of ° 
young people today is essentially 
pessimistic about the world and 
the future. Many, we are told, be- 
lieve they may die in a nuclear holo- 
caust. Others believe that, by the 
time they ‘“‘inherit the earth,"’ it 
may be dying of wounds inflicted 
by the human race ; 

Yet, for all that pessimism--or 
iS it realism?--about the state of 
human society, we need to realize 
that our hope for a New Jerusalem 
has never depended upon the 
perfectability of human society, 
but upon the grace of God. We 
keep before us the vision of a New 
Jerusalem, not because we are 
about to take its gates by storm, 
but because, despite our eternal 
delay in reaching it, it is God’s 
promise. ‘For behold I create new 
heavens and a new earth; and the 
former things shall not be remem- 
hered or come to mind. But be 
glad and rejoice for ever in that 
which I create’’ (65:17,18). 

Left to our own devices, we will 
never build the New Jerusalem. 
But responsive to God's will, the 
human race can still eventually 
experience the “‘‘new heavens’’ 
and the ‘‘new earth" he has prom- 
ised us

Luther Par- 
rack, director of secondary 
education for Garrett County, 
has indicated that Garrett 
County’s plan for implementing 
the ‘‘Maryland’s Tomorrow” 
program includes an effort to 
develop a team of teachers in 
each of the county's high 
schools. Students who are 
having difficulty in their aca- 
demic progress will be identi- 
fied and this team of teachers 
from each subject area will 
work with them to try to in- 
crease their opportunity for 
success.

No Need To Pay 
Kor Services Of 
Social Security 


People in this area are con- 
tinuing to receive direct mail 
solicitations that say it will 
provide many services related 
to Social Security, Mrs. Elaine 
Watson, Social Security Mana- 
ger in Cumberland, said 
recently. 

In return for the $7.00 pay- 
ment, this firm offers to provide 
a statement of a person's earn- 
ings covered by Social Security, 
a plastic Social Security card, 
and a guide to Social Security. 

‘Any person can obtain a per- 
sonal earnings and benefit esti- 
mate by calling the toll free 
number 1-800-937-2000 to request 
the application form SSA-7004, 
for the information’, Mrs. Wat- 
son said. After completing the 
form and mailing it, the person 
will receive the statement in a 
few weeks. ‘‘This firm can do no 
more,’’ she said. 

In addition, there is no need 
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for a plastic Social Security 
card. The Social Security num- 
ber card issued by the Social 
Security Administration is the 
only official card and should be 
used whenever a Social Secur- 
ity card is needed. “If your 
card is frayed and unusable, or 
if you have lost your card, call 
the Cumberland Social Security 
office for a free replacement,”

‘About 240 people are treated 
nationally each year in hospital 
emergency rooms for injuries 
related to the use of masks and 
costumes. Parents can keep 
their children safe by following 
these guidelines,” said David L 
Resh, Jr., director, DHMH Of- 
fice of Food Protection and Con- 
sumer Health Services 

1. Warn children not to eat 
any of their treats before they 
get home. Examine all treats 
for evidence of tampering 
before allowing children to eat 
them 

2. Bring a flashlight along to 
light the way. Walk on side- 
walks and never venture along 
paths or dimly lighted areas 

3. Make sure a child's cos- 
tume enables her to see clearly 
and walk without tripping. Use 
reflective tape on costumes 
which provides more visibility 
to drivers 

4. Use make-up instead of a 
mask which tends to block 
vision 

5. Children should only visit 
homes with outside lights on 
and should never enter a 
stranger's home when stopping 
for treats 

6. Make sure jack-o’-lanterns 
containing candles are placed 
in a safe place where they will 
not pose a fire hazard 

7. An adult or responsible

On the form, 
parents can request to have in- 
formation on the baby’s birth 
certificate sent by the DHMH 
Division of Vital Records to the 
Social Security Administration.

“Currently, parents have to 
visit a Social Security office in 
person when they need a num- 
ber for their child,”’ said Julia 
Davidson-Randall, State Regis- 
trar. ‘‘Now there is an easier 
way,”’ she said. 

A new law that went into ef- 
fect this year requires that any 
child age 5 or older must have a 
Social Security number in order 
for parents to claim them as 
dependents on the federal in- 
come tax return. The number is 
also necessary for bank ac-

Farmers Apply For Drought Aid 


A large number of Maryland's farmers are applying for 
disaster payments through the Disaster Assistance Act of 1988 
after suffering losses as a result of last summer's drought, said 
James C. Richardson, Maryland state executive director of the 
USDA’s Agricultural Stabilization Conservation Service 
(ASCS). We have approximately 5,000 producers enrolled in 
the wheat and feed grain programs each year in Maryland,”’ 
Richardson stated, adding that, ‘I fully anticipate we'll pick up 
quite a few not enrolled; I'm fairly confident that the number of 
producers looking into the disaster program will exceed 5,000, and 
that number could easily double.”’ 

Several counties came through the drought in ‘‘pretty good 
shape,"’ according to the executive director. ‘Our offices in Balti- 
more, Harford, Cecil, and Kent counties, as well as Wicomico, 
Somerset and Worcester counties have seen little activity, but 
the rest of the state will be using the disaster program and there 
has been a lot of activity in those county offices,’’ Richardson 
said. 

That activity has been especially high in the western counties 
of Carroll, Frederick, Washington, Allegany and Garrett, with 
approximately 656 farms appraised, and 5,571 crop samples 
drawn so far 

Our appraisal work has primarily been in dairy/beef areas

I have received zero complaints about the work in the state 
office,’ Richardson said. ‘I appreciate the producers’ patience 
and understanding for this huge task, and the good work done by 
the staff. It seems the farm community has realized the enormity 
of this task and has been very understanding. A lot of people who 
have never been in an ASCS office, who never used a program be- 
fore, and it is a big task a complicated work 
load.” 

The Disaster Assistance Act of 1988, administered by the 
ASCS, provides assistance for emergency livestock feed; 
1987 and 1988 tree seedlings; re-establishment of forage crops on 
established pasture 
retention of certain advance 1988 crop deficiency payments; a 
temporary dairy price support increase from April through June 
1988; and other emergency provisions 

Richardson explained that this year’s disaster legislation Is 
quite a bit different from other legislation of the same type, for 
instance, the 198 drought disaster legislation. The 1986 legis- 
lation was passed after the drought was over; it was much less 
complicated, but was not as well defined. ‘Producers who showed 
a loss got a str: ight | up and up payment, however, those with a 
minimum amount of loss got the same payments as those with 
maximum loss. The 1988 legislation was constructed and passed 
during the drought ss feels it's a much fairer law since

As the diagram above shows. if a farmer enrolled in the feed 
grain program has production over 65 percent of normal, he 
is not eligible for disaster payments. However, he is eligible for 
forgiveness (in the amount of 44-cents a bushel) of advance 1988 
deficiency payments which must be paid back in October 1989 
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Richardson says there is one misconception. ‘‘Many believe when 
they receive disaster payments (for yields below 65 percent 
production) they can keep their advance deficiency payments. 
That is not so,”’ he says. ‘‘Advance deficiency payments will be 
deducted from disaster payments — there can be no double 
payments.”’ 


If production is under 65 percent, the farmer will be paid 
according to a formula which uses the percentage of loss times 
the specified rate for the crop. For example, the specified rate for 
corn is $2.93 for program participants. The county loan rate will 
be used for those not participating. Using that formula, then, 65 
percent of $2.93 would pay $1.90 per bushel. 

The same example can be used for those suffering a high-rate 
loss with zero to 25 percent of normal production. In this case, 90 
percent of $2.93 would equal a disaster payment of $2.64 per 
bushel 

Richardson says one important thing for eligible producers to 
remember is that those with crop losses greater than 65 percent 
(35 percent of their normal production) are required to purchase 
multiperil crop insurance under the Federal Crop Insurance Act 
for their 1989 crop. 

The purchase of crop insurance may be waived if the pre- 
mum is greater than 125 percent of the 1988 premium; if the pre- 
mium is greater than 25 percent of the disaster payment, the 
forgiven deficiency payment, or the FmHA loan; or if the county 
ASC committee determines it would be a hardship for the pro- 
ducer to purchase the insurance. 

There are limitations for the total amount of payments and 
benefits a producer may receive for losses suffered in 1988. This 
total may not exceed $100,000 for crop losses and livestock emer- 
gency losses combined. Additionally, livestock emergency bene- 
fits may not exceed $50,000 in a calendar year 

And a producer, after applying at his county ASCS office for 
disaster aid for crop loss and/or feed assistance, must provide 
acceptable crop production evidence. That's where the appraisals 
come in! The producer must tell the ASCS staff what fields need 
appraised; they are marked on a county map, and an acreage 
report is made. If the field contains 10 acres or less, three samples 
must be taken. If the field contains 10 to 100 acres, five samples 
are taken. The staff must find out the row width and take a 
representative sample, which involves taking the ears off 
14'v-feet of row, taking the husks off the ears, determining the 
stage of growth, and weighing the ears. A chart is then used to get 
a bushel appraisal 

Mike Kozier, Garrett County executive director, ASCS, says 
yields in the county are averaging 30 to 40 bushel per acre. The 
average normal yield in Garrett County should be around 8 
bushels per acre, he says. 

Kozier says he expects an estimated 200-300 producers to 
apply for disaster payments in the county. Of those applying so 
far, 200 appraisals have been made, and 55 livestock producers 
have signed up for the Emergency Feed Program 

At the other end of the state, Francis Hickman, Queen Anne's 
County executive director, ASCS, said it is still very dry in his 
county. ‘It has been five weeks since any significant rain has 
fallen. The seeding of small grains is going well, but we need 
rain,”’ he said, and added that the soybean harvest has begun. 
Queen Anne’s County is the largest grain producing county in the 
state, with large participation in the feed grain program. ‘‘Every- 
one in the program will apply. That will be 900, plus some,’’ Hick- 
man said. He noted that his staff has completed appraisals on 
corn acreage and is now doing soybean appraisals 


Sandra McNeely, the ASCS executive director in St. Mary's 
County reports spotty production in her county. ‘‘Certain areas 
vot more rain than others, and we're going to need a lot more rain 
and a heavy amount of snow this winter to replenish the water 
table.

Record \ ‘ter And 
Barley Yields 
Reported Kor “88 


The 1988 Maryland wheat 
crop yielded a record 53 bushels 
per acre. This was four bushels 
above the previous record 49 
bushel average for the 1985 and 
1987 crops. Wheat production 
for 1987 totaled 9.01 million 
bushels, up 11 percent from last 
year and the largest crop since 
1938's 9.14 million bushel 
production. 

Barley vielded a record 69 
bushels per acre in 1988, two 
bushels above the previous 
record set in 1987, when the 
barley crop yielded 67 bushels 
per acre. The 1988 barley 
production at 4.76 million 
bushels is 20 percent below the 
record 5.96 million bushels pro- 
duced in 1987 

Kye production for 1988 
totaled 290,000 bushels, 17 per- 
cent above 1987's 248,000 bushel 
production. The 1988 rye crop 
yielded 29 bushels per acre, four 
bushels below the record aver- 
age yield of 33 bushels per acre 
for the 1985 and 1986 rye crops 
and two bushels less than the 
1987 average yield of 31 bushels 
per acre 

Oat production for 1988 
totaled 884,000 bushels, 11 per- 
cent below last year's 988,000 
bushel production. The 1988 oat 
crop yielded 52 bushels per 
acre, equal to last year but 
eight bushels below the record 
yielding 60 bushel average for 
the 1985 crop 

The United States winter 
wheat production is estimated 
at 1.56 billion bushels virtually 
unchanged from 1987. Growers 
averaged 39.2 bushels per acre, 
down 0.6 bushels from 1987, but 
still the fourth highest on 
record 

Barley production across the 
U.S. in 1988 is estimated at 283 
million bushels, 47 percent 
below last year’s crop of 530 
million bushels. This year's 
production was the lowest since 
the 1993 crop, when 247 million 
bushels were produced. Aver- 
age yield per acre is 38.2 
bushels, down 14.5 bushels from 
the 1987 yield 

U.S. rye production in 1966, al 
15.1 million bushels, is 24 per- 
cent below 1987 output and the 
lowest level since 1976. Yield 
per acre averaged 24.8 bushels 
in 1988, compared with the 1987 
average of 29.0 bushels per 


acre 

U.S. oat production in 1988 is 
estimated at 211 million 
bushels, 44 percent below the 
1987 crop, and smaller than any 
crop since estimates were first 
made in 1866.The yield for grain 
averaged 39.1 bushels per acre, 
down 14.9 bushels from last 
year’s yield of 54.0 bushels 


Corn And Soybean

In Maryland, corn yields for 
1988 are estimated at 56 bushels 
per acre.

they needed it,”’ she said 

In Washington County, Raymond Hawbaker, ASCS executive 
director, said he expects over 200 producers to apply for disaster 
payments. That is all who participated in the program plus some 
others. Hawbaker says an overall crop loss of 50 percent had been 
predicted for his county, and that prediction seems to be holding 

‘The western part of the county was the hardest hit, production is 
very low there, but some other areas of the county had production 
that was near normal.” 

Hawbaker went on to say that since the rains came, pastures 
have come back and are looking ‘‘real good."’ He also noted that 
there have been several killing frosts in Washington County since 
the first of October 

Frost has been seen across most of the state, from the moun- 
tains in Garrett County, where frost penetrated the ground and 
killed potatoes not harvested yet, to St. Mary's and Dorchester 
counties, where spotty frosts killed late-planted soybeans 


Richardson stated that he has made a commitment state- 
wide to help producers solve their drought-related problems. *'! 
hope producers will be looking into these programs before resort- 
ing to livestock liquidations or reductions,’ he said 

This is a good program," he continued, ‘‘but I don't want 
farmers to think in the terms of large payments it's not 
intended to be a big-paying program. It's meant to help producers 
pull through.” 

Richardson added, ‘‘I'm generally optimistic about agri- 
culture in the state. The wheat and barley have been excellent: 
hay and oats are good; we still have a year’s supply of corn in 
storage: not as much wheat in storage; and we're a little short on 
soybeans; but there's a spirit of optimism in the farm community 
that I've not seen in the last 10-12 years. I see a lot of people look- 
ing forward to next year 

‘Il hope people will remember that in agriculture, our prob 
lem is over supply. I'd like to encourage them to look at the 1989 
wheat and feed grain program as good insurance. I'd encourage 
farmers to make good business judgments and not look at short- 
term profits as their only decision-making criteria.”’

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Annual Fall Conference for 
Bovine Practitioners. ‘When a 
veterinarian is faced with a sick 
dairy cow, we're often using 
drugs or drug dosages not 
labeled by the Food and Drug 
Administration for the animal,”’ 
said Dr. Douglas Carmel, Live- 
stock Extension veterinarian at 
the Maryland Campus of the 
Va.-Md. Regional College of 
Veterinary Medicine. The FDA 
approves all drugs for specific 
animals. FDA also sets dosages 
and withdrawal times for drugs 
administered to production 
animals. Although the sale, 
prescription, and use of drugs 
contrary to their labeling is 
illegal, FDA policy is to permit 
extra-label drug use if: 

* A valid veterinarian-client- 
patient relationship exists. 

* There is no approved drug 
effective against the condition 
diagnosed. 

* The treated animal is 
properly identified, and in the 
case of production animals, 
sufficient time is allowed for the 
drug to clear prior to marketing 
meat, milk or eggs. 

The issue, Carmel said, is 
that veterinarians want to best 
treat a sick animal. But the 
FDA can revoke or suspend a 
veterinarian’s license for 
administering extra-label 
drugs. 

A four-member panel will 
provide an overview of the 
extra-label drug situation on the 
evening of November 3. The 
panel will feature two 
practicing veterinarians, a field 
veterinarian from the Mary- 
land Department of Agri- 
culture, and a lawyer on 
retainer with the American 
Veterinary Medical Associa- 
tion. This discussion will 
include precautionary steps 
veterinarians can use when 
administering these drugs and 
case histories of common drug 
residue problems. 

An important question for dis- 
cussion, said Carmel, is that 
once a drug is known to be 
widely used in production 
animals, who should be respon- 
sible for determining adequate 
withdrawal times for milk and 
meat—pharmaceutical 
companies, the federal govern- 
ment, or practicing veterina- 
rians? 

The extra-label drug topic 
will continue on_ the 
conference's second day when 
Dr. Richard Teske presents the 
FDA's and Center for Vet- 
erinary Medicine's position on 
the responsible usage of drugs 
in lactating dairy cows. Teske is 
deputy director of FDA/CVM. 

Other sessions will include 
diagnosis, medical treatment 
and prognosis of environmental 
mastitis in dairy cows, and how 
to avoid common mistakes 
made when submitting 
specimens to a diagnostic 
laboratory. 

The conference will close with 
a discussion of the establish- 
ment of four statewide antidote 
depots for practicing veterina- 
rians. Funded with $5,000 from 
the Maryland Veterinary 
Medical Association, the depots 
will provide common poison 
antidotes at cost. The first two 
depots will be established in the 
Frederick and Baltimore areas. 

The two-day conference will 
be held at the Sheraton Inn- 
Frederick, and is sponsored by 
the Va.-Md. Regional College of 
Veterinary Medicine, The 
University of Maryland, and the 
Maryland Cooperative Exten- 
sion Service. Advanced 
registrations must be received 
by October 28.

GREEN LIGHT FOR PRE-MIXKING DAIRY COWS 

According to Cornell University and Ohio State researchers, 
premilking has no harmful effects on production or reproduction 
after calving. Eighty cows from each of seven commercial dairy 
herds were used in the study. Half of the cows were milked twice 
daily starting two weeks prior to predicted calving date. There 
were fewer milk fever and mastitis cases during the first month 
of lactation when the cows were premilked versus no premilking. 
Fewer premilked cows were culled than those that were not.

Murder Suspect

A Catonsville woman charged 
with killing her two young sons 
was taken into police custody at 
the Holiday Inn in Grantsville 
last Thursday 

Anna Maria Rescott, 30, ts ac- 
cused of killing her sons, Corey 
Rescott, 1, and Brandon 
Rescott, 7, by taping their

He said that when adding to 
that physical infrastructure 
through regional, national and 
international contact and trade, 
it is important to renew 
commitments at home an 
intellectual infrastructure 
education, training, and child- 
care. “‘We must invest in our 
own future,”’ he said 

Everyone, he said, has a 
personal responsibility to 
develop investment strategies 
for the long run: the govern- 
ment, at all levels, must help 
define and invest in the future 

State government, he feels, is 
already on the front line, lead- 
ing the movement to reform 
education at all levels, to pro- 
vide much-needed physical 
infrastructure needs from 
roads, Systems, lo 
bridges to airports. ‘‘Now,’’ he 
says, ‘‘all of us will have to con- 
tinue to work together to help 
shape a strategy for Garrett 
County in a highly competitive 
international arena.”’ 

He says there are no simple 
solutions Investing in our 
future will require difficult 
choices, hard work, creativity, 
and time.” 

Barmbacus listed five ingred- 
ients he feels are needed to 
finish building a strong 
nomic foundation.

1. Education and training 
opportunities, both vocational 
and professional, along with the 
need for technology transfers 
among government, industry 
and higher education.

3. Quality of life 

4. Elimination of poverty, in

5. Trained and flexible work- 
force 

Once these ingredients are in 
place, he says, the opportunity 
exists for ‘‘good old American 
entrepreneurial innovation. We 
must do everything we can to 
nuture a home-grown economic 
whether it be tourism, 
recreation and sports pro- 
motion, or whether it be 
Mountain Fresh’ produce.” 

He added that in order for us 
to watch over our home-grown 
economic base, a strong 
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commitment for educational 
excellence at K-12 schools and 
strong support for Garrett Com- 
munity College Frostburg 
State University. Also needed, 
according to Bambacus, are 
capital markets that are willing 
to take risks to provide the ven-

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How About It, Governor? 


It was reported recently that the State of 
Maryland concluded its fiscal year with a surplus of 
over $400 million, a figure about twice as high as 
expected. Apparently the Board of Public Works and 
the other powers that be are now trying to decide 
just what to do with the extra income. 

Although we admit we may have missed it, we 
have yet to read or hear the suggestion that the 
surplus dollars be expended for education. We 
realize that it would not be a wise economic decision 
to spend all of the surplus, especially when one 
considers that $400 million represents a tiny 
percentage of the state’s annual budget. However, 
we propose that the additional, unanticipated 
portion of the surplus, at least $200 million, be 
divided equally among the boards of education of the 
23 counties and Baltimore City. That would mean 
over $8 million for each board, to be used however 
each board saw fit — for salaries, equipment and 
supplies, educational programs, or renovation and 
construction. 

Governor Schaefer was adamantly opposed to 
giving one more nickel toward the Southern High 
School renovation project than what the new, 
revised state formula allowed. Two of the three 
Garrett County Commissioners were unwilling to 
float bonds or provide enough money via other 
means to do the job adequately. In the meantime, 
the Southern High School building is deteriorating 
rapidly. This past week, an asbestos ‘“‘swat team”’ 
was called into the school by the Garrett County 
Board of Education after a roof leak caused 
dangerous asbestos to flake from the ceiling tiles. 
The room was sealed off and then stripped to the 
hare studs. Similar conditions exist in other areas of 
the school. 

Southern High School's problems are only the 
beginning, though. A needs assessment committee 
formed earlier this year by the Board of Education, 
consisting of Board personnel and other citizens, is 
about to make its report. The deplorable condition of 
several of our school buildings will be a major part 
of that report. 

It was announced a few weeks ago that, all of a 
sudden, after we were told that funds just weren't 
available, the state has magically come up with the 
extra money needed to build a new Glendale Bridge. 
Wonderful. Our kids are breathing asbestos, but hey, 
we'll have a new Glendale Bridge! Where are our 
priorities”? 

Governor Schaefer, your column that appears 
on this page today is most complimentary of our 
state’s school teachers. You conclude by inviting 
opinions and input concerning any educational issue. 
Well, sir, here is our opinion. We realize there are 
many worthy causes that deserve support from this 
budget surplus. But few, if any, are more worthy 
than education, and, in the case of Southern High 
School, education and the health and well-being of 
our young people. We think you have a golden 
opportunity here to give education a major boost 
across the state and make millions of citizens happy.

There may be some voters 
who are not aware of the follow- 
ing information regarding HB 
1131, the Gun Law ( Referendum 
question No. 3). Specifically, 
who will sit on the Roster Board 
and what guidelines will be used 
to determine which handguns 
may or may not be manu- 
factured in Maryland 

The passage of this referen- 
dum will establish a nine- 
member Roster Board to deter- 
mine which handguns should or 
should not be manufactured in 
Maryland. We all are probably 
aware of that by now. But do 
you know who will sit on this 
Board’ You may be relieved to 
learn that the Board will be 
made up of the following 
representatives: the Superin- 
tendent of the State Police, who 
serves as chairman, three 
citizen members, and repre 
sentatives of the Association of 
Chiefs of Police, the Maryland 
State Attorneys’ Association, 4 
handgun manufacturer, the 
Marwviand chanter of the 
National Rifle Association 
(NRA), and Marylanders 
Against Handgun Abuse 
Appointments will be made by 
the governor with the approval 
of the Senate 

Guidelines required for con- 
sideration by the Board in 


determining whether a handgun 
should or should not be placed 
on the roster include conceal- 
ability, ballistic accuracy,

MARYLAND TEACHER OF THE YEAR 

In the experience of just about all of us, there is someone who 
made a real difference in our lives. That special ‘‘someone’’ may 
have opened our eyes to possibilities, or showed us the way 
through a difficult tume, or maybe just helped us grow up 

And I'll bet for many of us, that special person was a teacher 
I can recall several teachers who took interest in me—not just in 
my education but also in my personal well being. They cared 
They took responsibility for the young people they taught. They 
showed compassion. And, when it was warranted they got 
involved in our lives 

I particularly remember my days as a high school student at 
City College in Baltimore. I made the honor roll at least once, but 
| was anything but a world beater. 

On one occasion, I recall my lack of brilliance in German 
class prompted the teacher to recommend my suspension from 
school. But another teacher, J. Millard Foard, took up my cause 
along with my father. They persuaded the principal and the vice 
principal that I deserved another chance 

Mr. Foard cared about me. He really did. And as long as | 
live, I will rernember him both vividly and fondly. He was a great 
teacher and a wonderful person 

I was reminded of all this last week when I met Leslie Roche, 
a social studies teacher at the Parkland Junior High School in 
Montgomery County. She is Maryland's 1988 Teacher of the Year 

A native Marylander and very proud of it, she became a 
teacher, she told me, because of the inspiring role models she 
encountered as she went through school 

| love our state,”’ she said. ‘I am a product of the Maryland 
school system. And 1 want our students to have the same excellent 
public school experience I had.” 

The wonderful thing about our state’s schools is that Ms 
Roche is not unique. There are many, many fine teachers 
throughout the system. Their commitment to education and to the 
young people they face in class each day deserves recognition 
Maryland's Teachers of the Year represent that special cadre of 
committed educators 

Leslie Roche is full of enthusiasm about what she is doing, 
and I'm sure that's why she does it so well. When asked about her 
greatest frustration as a teacher, her answer was quick and very 
much to the point 

Not having control of absenteeism. If students miss a class, 
they miss so much," she told me. “It’s not just the work...they can 
make that up. But it's the interaction in the class room and all 
that goes on there. If a student misses that, it can't be made 
up...it's just gone.” 

Ms. Roche has no quick solution for the problem of 
absenteeism. However, one of the assignments she has given her- 
self during the ‘‘vear’’ as Teacher of the Year is to visit all the 
school districts in the state and talk with other teachers about the 
problem 

Maybe there's a teacher out there who has tried something 
that works,” ‘Outstanding teachers in every school are 
transmitting the love of learning.”’ 

Leslie Roche teaches five periods of 30 students each day —all 
eighth graders. She has personal contact each week with 135 
students. From my chat with her it's obvious she cares about each 
one of them. She has an impact on young people. She makes a 
difference at Parkland High School 

| think her approach to teaching is one that students and 
teachers throughout the state might well consider. She told me, ‘'! 
want my students to be happy and productive. I want to prepare 
thern to think. My goal is to give them ‘ownership’ of the class and 
of their own learning process.” 

Generally, our teachers turn out students who are happy and 
productive...able to think for themselves...and developing, mean- 
while, a sense of personal responsibility about the importance of 
education. Could any community ask for more? I think not 
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Teacher of the Year. She will be our state's representative for 
National Teacher of the Year honors

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Tom Fraley Reflects On His 
Time Spent Above The Clouds 


by Sandra Cusack 


T had the urge to fly all my 
life. | would see a plane go by 
and would watch it until it 
disappeared.” 

Tom Fraley, a local aviator, 
said these simple words when 
asked when he first knew he 
wanted to become a pilot. And 
after talking to him further, one 
understands that he might not 
understand why every person 
doesn't have the ‘urge to fly.”’ 

Fraley began taking flying 
lessons in 1939. He drove the 
mail truck from Terra Alta, 
W.Va., to Morgantown, where 
he would have to wait three 
hours before he could return to 
Terra Alta 

This provided the perfect op- 
portunity to go to the airport in 
Morgantown and take flying 
lessons. Fraley used a Cub J3 
airplane, belonging to Ralph 
“Jelly Belly’ Boone and took 
lessons from a man named 
Luke Honaker, an instructor at 
Morgantown, whenever he was 
able to afford the lessons. 

Fraley met his wife Grace in 
1941, two vears after he began 


flying. He met her on a blind 
date in October and they were 
married on March 15, 1942. He 
said, ‘‘we have so much in com- 
mon that we just couldn't wait.”’ 

Three weeks after their mar- 
riage, Fraley left to serve his 
country during World War II. 

He joined the army, since the 
U.S. didn't have an Air Force 
division separate from the 
regular army, and was sent to 
England where he spent the 
next 33 months. 

Fraley was assigned to the 
68th Bomb Squadron as a radio 
operator and gunner. He said, 
‘I did about whatever had to be 
done.”’ 

“Captain and the Kids"’ was 
the name of the plane that 
Fraley flew in when going out 
on a mission. He was sent on ten 
missions, before he was ground- 
ed because he caught 
pneumonia from flying at high 
altitudes 

‘We came back on the fumes 
in the tank,”’ he said of a mis- 
sion that lasted 14 hours. Mis- 
sions were only supposed to last 

2, but “somehow we stretched 
it to 14. 

“We never knew how many 
we had shot down,” he said. 
‘There were too many to know 
or to listen for. They just came 
straight at us.” 

After Fraley was grounded, 
his plane,Captain and the 
Kids.”’ was shot down by the 
Germans. Tom said “It was 
shot full of holes, killed three 
people and put the rest in the 
hospital.”’ 

After spending 33 months in 
England, Fraley was sent back 
to the United States. He was in 
Arizona, getting ready to go to 
Japan, when the U.S. dropped

the bomb on Japan. The war 
was finally over and Fraley was 
released from the army 

“She was standing in the mid- 
die of the railroad tracks, 
waiting for me,” Fraley said of 
his wife Grace, when he came 
home to Terra Alta to begin 
working for a funeral home in 
Terra Alta. 

He still flew privately at the 
Terra Alta airport. He could fly 
at low levels, but the pneumonia 
he had during the war pro 
hibited him frorn working as a 
pilot, or flying at high altitudes. 

“T flew everybody's plane in 
those days. I'd fly anything that 
was left sitting on the ground, 
Hawks, Cubs, but the Cessna ts 
my favorite. It's about the best 
plane built as far as I’m con- 
cerned.’ said Fraley 

Fraley joined C.A.P., the 
Civil Air Patrol, soon after the 
war. C.A.P. was a search and 
rescue team for wrecked 
planes. He said that one time a 
doctor’s plane went down and 
C.A.P never found him. 

In 1949, Fraley had a wreck 
on the top of a mountain in 
Terra Alta while flying in an ar-

began to fly with him. 

“Tom taught me how to fly; 
we've been flying together for 
17 or 18 years,’ said Snyder 

Around 1967, a hangar was 
built at the Gortner airfield 
‘We flew at Gortner from then 
on,’ Fraley explained. “We 
also began doing a lot of aerial 
manuevers at that time.” 

But flying is not the only 
pastime Fraley enjoys. He ts 
also an avid harmonica player. 
He was a member of “The 
Mountain Boys,”’ a country 
music band. In 1939, they 
played on WMMN, a radio sta- 
tion in Fairmont, W.Va. They 
also played for dances and any 
other suitable occasion. 

After the war, Tom, Grace 
her sister Rave Shillingburg, 
and their brother Ted Bowman 
formed a gospel country music 
group. 

Grace and her sister Raye 
have sung since they were 
teenagers. ‘“‘My sister and I 
have been singing practically 
all our lives and we kept on 
singing after I met Tom, who 
also likes to sing,’’ she said. ‘A 
mutual friend, who knew how 
much we have in common, fixed 
us up. We still get together and 
sing whenever we can.” 

The Gortner Pilot's Associa- 
tion recently honored Fraley 
with a lifetime honorary 
membership 

Dwight Snyder said that the 
membership was given for all 
the help Tom had given around 
the airport. Snyder said that 
among other things, Tom 
helped fix the lights at the air- 
port and helped take down the 
fire tower at Snaggy Mountain, 
which was built in 1925. He also 
helped erect and paint it at the 
Gortner Airport 

John Hill, a member of the 
Gortner Pilot's Association, 
said that Tom is ‘‘the type of 
person to do something for you 
without you knowing it, and 
would hope you wouldn't notice

Tom recently had a stroke 
and hasn't been able to fly 
Snyder said that he and some of 
Tom's other friends hope to be 
able to take him for a ride ina 
plane soon 

We asked fim ui he was aU 
ing to fly again and he said he 
wouldn't be able to,’ said 
Snyder, ‘‘but when I asked him 
if we could get him into a plane, 
would he go for a ride, he said ‘1 
sure would!’”’

said, is, such an amendment is 
a direct affront to the integrity 
of our Maryland Constitution 
and constitutes an unjustified 
taking of property rights, which 
it now protects.” 

The Association supports its 
position by quoting the Constitu- 
tion of Maryland as follows 
“The General Assembly shall 
enact no law authorizing pri- 
vate property to be taken for 
public use, without just com- 
pensation, as agreed upon be- 
tween the parties, or awarded 
by a jury, being first tendered 
to the party entitled to such 
compensation."’ 

‘In other words,”’ Hinebaugh 
said, ‘the State cannot take 
private property until a price is 
agreed upon and paid before the 
taking. If a price cannot be 
agreed upon, then a jury deter- 
mines the price to be paid, but it 
must be paid before the taking. 
Under the proposed Constitu- 
tional Amendment the govern- 
ment may immediately take 
your property and pay you what 
it determines it to be worth. If 
you do not agree it was a fair 
price, your only recourse is to 
go to court.” 


Hinebaugh said that the 
Association recognizes the 
Constitutional Amendment is 
only applicable to Anne Arunde! 
County. 
“knowing the tendency of 
government toward more and 
more control, such an amend- 
ment to the Constitution would 
establish a precedent for 
ultimate expansion of such 
governmental control to quick- 
take of private property 
throughout the State. It is the 
Association's stand that a vote

McClung said he is optimistic 
about agriculture, and referred 
to the 1990s as the “bright 90s.’ 
Using not yet released 1987 Gar- 
rett County agriculture census 
figures, he showed an overall 
decrease in the number of 
farms in the county to 670 in 
1987 from 695 farms in 1982 
However, the number of farms 
in Garrett County containing 50 
acres of less increased from 50 
farms in 1982 to 120 farms in 
1987. Large farms, over 9,000 
acres, increased in the 
county from five in 1982 to seven 
in 1987. Farms of all other sizes 
showed a definite decrease in 
number. 

His figures showed marketing 
dollars increasing from 
$17,500,000 in 1982 to $19,000,000 
in 1987, with income from live- 
stock production alone in- 
creasing from the 1982 amount 
of $15,700,000 to $17,700,000 In 
1987 

The number of beef cows in 
the county, according to the 
census figures, have held con- 
stant at 5,000, with dairy 
numbers dropping from 6,700 in 
1982 to 6,400 in 1987. At the same 
time, the number of farms 
keeping one or more milk cows 
decreased from 220 in 1982 to 189 
last year in Garrett County 

Hogs and layers have shown 
a dramatic increase in the last 
five years, with hog numbers up 
an additional 1,387 and layers 
up an additional 14,000 in that 
period of time. 

His figures showed a de- 
crease in the number of acres 
planted in corn in that same 
five-year period, from 5,300 in 
1982 to 4,100 in 1987. In that 
same period of time, land 
values in Garrett County have 
risen from $780 to $980 per acre 
Maryland land values have 
shown the same increase in the 
last five years, from $2,121 to 
$2,261 per acre

McClung sees this as a very 
good sign, as land values are 
down by 1/3 across the rest of 
the nation. He feels that agri-

Congress Clears 


Diesel, ‘“Heifer’’ 
Tax Changes 


Editor's Note: The following 
article is reprinted from the 
October 31 issue of “Farm 
Bureau News.” 

In one of its last actions be- 
fore adjournment, Congress 
passed the Farm Bureau- 
sought tax corrections bill that 
repeals both the diesel tax col- 
lection procedures that have 
dogged farmers since April and 
the preproduction expensing 
provisions of the 1986 tax re- 
form act that has burdened 
cattle producers 

The last-minute action was 
hailed as a ‘‘victory”’ by the 
American Farm Bureau Feder- 
ation. House Ways and Means 
Committee Chairman Dan 
Rostenkowski (D-Ill.) said the 
two farm-related provisions 
spurred lawmakers to pass the 
entire bill 

While President Reagan had 
not signed the measure as of 
late last week, he was expected 
to 

The measure restores the 
farm exemption for off-highway 
use of diesel fuel, allows pro- 
ducers once again to write off 
the expenses of raising cattle 
during the two-year ‘‘pre- 
production” period, provides 
favorable treatment of disaster- 
related farm income and 
lengthens the depreciation 
schedules on certain farm 
structures and equipment. The 
provisions take effect Jan. 1, 
1989 

John Datt, executive director 
of AFBF’s Washington office, 
said farmers especially wel- 
come the change in the diesel 
tax. ‘For many years, farmers 
were exempt from paying a 15.1 
cent per gallon tax on diesel fuel 
used for off-highway purposes, 
but a provision in the 1987 
budget law required collection 
of the tax on all diesel pur- 
chases. Farmers then had to 
keep records and file the neces- 
sary refund papers to get their 
money back. That made 
absolutely no sense,"’ he said.

in getting a majority of Con- 
gress to co-sponsor corrective 
legislation. The diese! legis- 
lation, however, was rolled into 
the technical corrections bill, 
which floundered throughout 
1987 and much of this year 

Farmers who have paid the 
diesel tax since April will get 
refunds and the government 
will pay them interest on the 
amount that was collected. The 
refunds, plus interest, apply to 
diese! fuel purchased from 
April 1 through Dec. 31. 
Farmers have until July 31, 
1989, to claim their refunds. 

Large purchasers who have 
already filed for a quarterly re- 
fund will not be eligible for the 
interest-bearing refund. How- 
ever, the rules have been 
changed for that group. 
Originally, only those who paid 
$1,000 or more in diesel excise 
taxes during a _ three-month 
period were eligible. Under the 
new measure, those who paid 
750 or more this year can file 
for an early refund. 

Repeal of the ‘heifer tax” is 
also cause for rejoicing, said 
Datt. “Cattle producers may 
now deduct production 
expenses in the year they occur, 
rather than waiting to write 
them off against the income 
generated by the animals,”’ he 
said. 

The tax corrections measure, 
also expands an existing law 
allowing farmers to postpone 
for one year paying taxes on in- 
come received from the forced 
liquidation of livestock due to 
the drought and on funds from 
federal disaster assistance pro- 
grams. 

To “pay for’ some of the 
revenue ‘“‘lost’’ by the govern- 
ment from reversal of the diesel 
and ‘heifer tax’’ provisions, the 
tax corrections measure ex- 
tends the depreciation period 
for poultry houses, horticultural 
and all other single-purpose 
agricultural structures to 10 
years. Previous law allowed a 
seven-year write-off 

For agriculture as a whole, 
the tax measure’'s benefits out- 
weight the ‘‘takebacks” from 
the depreciation provision. It 
prevents a $400 million a year 
outflow from farmers’ wallets 
to pay the diesel tax they never 
owed. The ‘heifer tax”’ change 
will save cattle producers $85 
million in 1989 and $459 million 
over the next three years. The 
lengthened depreciation for 
farm structures will ‘‘take 
back"’ $325 million over the next 
three years. 

The tax corrections measure 
also will establish a ‘‘tax- 
payers’ bill of rights’’ which is 
aimed at cutting overzealous 
tax collection practices by the 
Internal Revenue Service and 
giving taxpayer some recourse 
in tax disputes

Curing Vegetables for Storage 

Not many of us think about curing vegetables. Curing may 
help to maintain quality and reduce losses that occur during 
storage. These suggestions are for those crops that will benefit 
most from a curing period 

Onions and Garlic: Usually onions and garlic are field cured, 
but our area is too cold and wet. Artificial heat is the best way to 
cure our bulbs. This method involves forced ventilation by 
blowing heated air at 80-95°F. through the onions. This allows 
curing to be completed in about 48 hours. Onions are considered 
cured when the neck is tight and the outer scales are dry and will 
rustle. 

Late-Crop Potatoes: Immediately after harvest, potatoes 
should be cured at 50-60°F.. and high relative humidity for 10 to 14 
days. This will allow healing of cuts and bruises to occur prior to 
the potatoes being placed in cool storage. Curing will also reduce 
weight loss and helps prevent the entry of Fusarium and other 
rotting organisms into the tubers. 

Pumpkias and squashes: Some recommendations suggest a 
10 to 20 day curing period at 75-60°F. for pumpkins and some 
winter squash prior to storage. However, some experiments have 
determined that curing to heal injuries and to ripen immature 
fruit was not necessary 

Sweet Potatoes: Sweet potatoes should be cured prior to 
storage by holding at 85°F. and a high humidity for 4 to 7 days. 

Start Winter Feeding on Schedule 

Cattle producers are often tempted as fall pastures decline 
and winter approaches to leave cattle on pastures with no 
supplementary feed too long. Often cattle in this situation lose 
condition rapidly and get behind before winter feeding starts. Be 
sure you start your hay feeding program on cows and other 
cattle before the pasture really runs out. Cattle of varying age 
groups and stages of production should be separated and fed 
separately so they can get the nutrition they need. The biggest 
problem we have with getting the first calf heifers bred back is 
that we too often run them with the mature cow and they don't get 
the groceries they need. Be sure you know what cattle in each age 
and production group need in the way of nutrition and be sure they 
get it

Rain Slows 
Fieldwork On 


Marvland Farms 


During the week ending Octo- 
ber 24, fieldwork was slowed by 
heavy rains late in the week in 
most areas. Topsoil moisture 
averaged 65 percent adequate, 
30 percent short and five per- 
cent very short, according to 
the Maryland Agriculture 
Statistics Service. Subsoil 
moisture was 50 percent 
adequate, 45 percent short and 
five percent very short. There 
were 5.0 days suitable for field 
work during the week. Pasture 
conditions were 55 percent good 
and 45 percent fair. Current hay 
supplies were 85 percent 
adequate and 15 percent short. 

Corn silage harvest is 
virtually complete in all areas. 
Corn for grain had been har- 
vested on 80 percent of the 
acreage. Last year at this time 
90 percent of the grain had been 
harvested and on average, 80 
percent of the grain is har- 
vested at this time. 

Soybeans are in good condl- 
tion on 65 percent of the acre- 
age, with 35 percent reported in 
fair condition. The recent 
freezes may reduce yields in 
some double crop beans. Soy- 
beans had turned color on 99 
percent of the acreage, com- 
pared to 95 percent last year 
and 99 percent on average. 
Ninety-five percent of the 
acreage was shedding leaves, 
compared to 8 percent for last 
year and for the five year 
average. Harvest was 35 per- 
cent complete by the week's 
end, compared to 40 percent 
last year, and 30 percent on 
average 

Winter wheat seeding was 65 
percent complete, equal to last 
year at this time but five per- 
cent ahead of average. Barley 
was 8) percent seeded, five 
percent behind last year’s pace 
and the average. Rye seeding 
was 70 percent complete, 
compared to 75 percent last 
year and 80 percent histori- 
cally. Oats were seeded on 45 
percent of the acreage, 25 per- 
cent behind last year and the 
average 

Alfalfa hay had been cut four 
times on 9% percent of the 
acreage, equal to last year and 
the five year average. About 25 
percent of the alfalfa hay 
acreage had been cut five 
: harweoet wae 
progressing at the average pace 
with 90 percent harvested. 


WEATHER 
Maryland's weather for the 
week ending October 21 was 
cool with showers. Precipita- 
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land averaged 0.77 inch. The 
southern region, west of the 
bay, averaged 0.55 and the 
Eastern Shore averaged 0.64 
inch. Temperatures for the 
week averaged 54.8 degrees, 1.2 
degrees below the normal of 
26.0 degrees Minimum 
temperatures were mostly in 
the low to mid-30's, except in 
Western Maryland where lows 
dipped to the mid-20's 
Maximum temperatures 
reached the mid-70's 


Guest Editorial 


Candidates’ Ag Policies

The two presidential candidates — Republican George Bush 
and Democrat Michael Dukakis — are 180 degrees apart on most 
issues. Ag policy is no different. 

A Dukakis administration would emphasize supply 
management and reasonable price supports. As with most issues, 
the Massachusetts governor has not taken a stand on the Harkin- 
Gephardt mandatory production control plan. But the option is 
open. 

What are reasonable price supports? Dukakis would set loan 
rates at the cost of production, so that prices will increase and 
eventually farmers will get paid from the marketplace rather 
than the government. 

Dukakis also favors the use of voluntary set-asides and 
marketing controls to achieve stable farm programs. 

Other likely Dukakis ag programs: 

President should have full authority to combat unfair trade 
practices. 

Farm program benefits targeted to family farmers, not 
‘‘agri-business.”’ 

Bush, on the other hand, prefers planting flexibility in federal 
farm programs. This is so farmers can grow what they want and 
sell to whomever they want. 

Bush would renew the existing ‘‘successful"’ farm bill. But he 
hopes to eventually do away with domestic price supports. The 
GOP platform supports the simultaneous phase out of foreign ag 
subsidies and U.S. farm price supports. Bush's first ‘‘Big 7”’ 
economic summit would address this issue. 

In short, instead of retreating into an isolationist shell on 
domestic farm policy, a Bush administration would use free-trade 
agreements as leverage to open world markets and boost farm 
income. Government would be a partner, not master, in farm 
policy 

Bush has pledged repeatedly that the U.S. will remain a 
reliable supplier — food will not be used as a weapon; there will 
be no more embargoes. Dukakis has pointedly dodged the issue. 

Lower capital gains tax rates (a top of 15 percent) also head 
the vice president's ag agenda. It has provided good cannon 
fodder for Dukakis, who claims the GOP nominee wants to give 
the rich a tax break 

Both candidates, however, are in basic agreement on ag- 
related environmental and crop development issues: 

CRP should be continued and expanded to protect 
groundwater 

USDA and land grant colleges, working with the private 
sector, should shift research and development focus into new 
industrial technologies — such as biodegradable food packaging 
made from corn starch 

Ethanol made from corn should assume a prominent role in 
our nation’s energy supply

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Constitutional 
Amendments 


INTRODUCTION 

A Constitutional Amendment is a change or an addition to the 
Constitution of Maryland. It must be passed by the three-fifth vote 
of each House of the General Assembly and be submitted at the 
next General Election to the qualified voters of the state for 
adoption or rejection. 

A majority of those voting statewide on the question determines 
its success or failure, except where the General Assembly 
declares that an amendment affects only one county or city. 

In that case the amendment would be adopted only if it receives 
a majority of the votes cast on the question in that county or the 
city as well as the majority of the votes cast in the state. This year 
Question No. 1 falls in that category. (VOTE ‘FOR’ OR 
‘AGAINST’ EACH ONE) 


QUESTION NUMBER I 
ANNE ARUNDEL — PROPERTY 
(Amending Article III, Section 40A) 
Chap. 674 
Allows Anne Arundel County to take land for certain public uses 
before jury's determination of just compensation for the 
property, if County Council determines by resolution adopted 
after reasonable notice and public hearing that the land is 
immediately needed, and County pays owner or into court 
property value as determined by certain appraisers; requires 
additional payment if jury so awards. 
A VOTE FOR MEANS: 
After a public hearing and a county council resolution

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County would have the power to take vacant land for a right-of- 
way for streets or roads, or water, or sewer, or storm drain 
facilities.

A VOTE AGAINST MEANS: 

Anne Arundel County would continue to wait to take land for 
public purposes until there is an agreement by the parties or an 
award by a jury and full settlement has been made.

QUESTION NUMBER 2 
GENERAL ASSEMBLY — PROCEDURES 
Chap. 793 

Authorizes General Assembly to adopt a procedure permitting 
vetoed bills to be read and voted upon as a group; and a procedure 
permitting first reading and preliminary voting on bills as a 
single group; providing that members of the affected house of the 
General Assembly receive notice and opportunity to remove bills 
from the respective lists; clarifies language and punctuation 

A VOTE FOR MEANS: 

The General Assembly would be authorized to adopt by rule a 
veto calendar and a first reading consent calendar procedure that 
would permit vetoed bills and first reader bills to be considered 
and voted upon as a single group. The members of each House 
would receive reasonable notice of any bills to be placed on the 
veto or first reading calendar. Upon the objection of any member, 
a bill would be removed from the respective calendar for 
separate action. This procedure should save time during the 
legislative session 

A VOTE AGAINST MEANS: 

Fach bill reconsidered after a veto by the Governor would 
continue to be voted on individually. The introduction of bills 
(first reading) would continue to be done one at a time

STATEWIDE REFERENDUM 
Under the referendum provisions of the Constitution of the State

The Constitution exempts from referendum liquor laws and any 
appropriation for maintaining the State Government or for main- 
taining or aiding any public institution 

The requirements for referendum having been met, the voters 
are being asked to approve or reject the following sections of 
Chapter 533 that has been petitioned to referendum 

PROHIBITING CERTAIN HANDGUNS 
Chap. 533 

Prohibits the manufacture and sale of certain handguns; estab 
lishes a nine-member Handgun Roster Board that will compile, 
by considering various characteristics stated in the law, a roster 
of permitted handguns found to be useful for sporting, self- 
protection, or law enforcement purposes; provides for the 
Board's procedures, judicial review of its decisions, and penalties 
for violations of the law 

PRESENT PROCEDURE: 

There are laws in Maryland to regulate the sale, possession, 
and transportation of handguns. Until the passage of HB 1131 in 
1988 there were no regulations as to the type of handguns that can 
be manufactured and sold in Maryland 

PROPOSED CHANGE: 

Effective January 1, 1990 it would be a misdemeanor to manu- 
facture for sale or distribution, or sell or offer for sale, a handgun 
manufactured after January 1, 1985 that is not included on a 
roster of permitted handguns to be compiled by a newly-created 
nine-member Handgun Roster Board.

The Elderly To 
Receive Vaccine 


The Maryland Department of 
Health and Mental Hygiene 
(DHMH) Division of Immuni- 
zation is urging older adults and 
those with chronic health prob- 
lems to be immunized against 
pneumococcal pneumonia. The 
pneumococcal vaccine protects 
a person against pneumococcal 
pneumonia (infection of a lung) 
and other serious diseases 
caused by the Streptococcus 
pneumoniae bacterium, 

‘Pneumococcal pneumonia ts 
a common cause of death in the 
elderly and others with chronic 
medical conditions,’’ said Diane 
Dwyer, M.D., chief of the 
DHMH Center for Clinical 
Epidemiology. ‘It’s estimated 
that of the half a million cases 
that occur in the U.S. every 
year, up to 40,000 people die of 
this disease,"’ said Dr. Dwyer. 

The state Health Department 
strongly recommends that the 
following individuals receive

Are You Safer Now?

Are you safer on the highway now than you were eight years 
ago” The answer, in one of the favorite phrases of my native 


Kansas, is “You bet!"’ 


The most widely accepted measure of highway safety is the 
fatality rate, the number of deaths per hundred million miles of 
travel in a motor vehicle. In 1987, that rate was 2.4, the lowest in 
history and down 27 percent from 1980. 

That fatality rate did not improve one iota in the late 1970s. It 
was 3.3 in 1979 and 1980 and more people were killed in traffic 
accidents in those years than any time in recent history. There 
was no shortage of new regulatory schemes and red tape on the 
drawing board then, but there was very little to show in the way of 


accomplishments. 


Rates, numbers, percentages 


what does it all mean?” It 


means that 86,000 men, women and children are alive today who 
would have lost their lives if the higher fatality rates of 1979/1980 


had remained constant. 


You are safer because we applied common sense solutions to 
age-old problems. Instead of relying solely on never-ending 
regulatory approaches and programs from Washington, under 
the Reagan administration we've enlisted the American people in 
the highway safety solution. There have been literally thousands 
of people from local and state government, law enforcement, 
schools and industry who've joined us in making the highways 
safer. People are changing their driving habits behind the wheel 
and the cars themselves have also become safer 

One of our highest priorities was to get to the heart of the 
highway safety problem by doing something about drunk driving 
and getting people to use their safety belts

The New 


Patriotism

The United States of America has been engaged in a global 
conflict for over 40 years, and it is being defeated. Yet few 
Americans are even aware that the battle has been joined. While 
we have focused our energies on global communism (as well we 
should), our friends and allies have aggressively pursued 
domestic programs that have transformed them from defeated or 
dependent nations into formidable economic adversaries. They 
have become adroit players on the world market of free 
enterprise and competition. 

Global economic competition is neither hot nor cold war. 
Bravery and armaments will not settle the issue in our favor. We 
may send a million men and women to fight on foreign soil 
throughout the globe, yet lose the economic struggle. Freedom is 
fragile. It is a new experiment in human history, and I suspect its 
preservation depends as much on economic as military strength. 

From a military vantage point world communism remains a 
bastion of power. But from an economic standpoint, communism 
is bankrupt and defeated. Throughout the communist empire the 
bonds of doctrinaire Marxism are loosening in response to the 
simple fact that free enterprise spurs productivity and state 
control stifles it. The real forces on the economic world stage are 
not the Sino-Soviet Bloc countries but West Germany, the 
Economic Common Market, the emerging nations of the Far 
East, and Japan. 

Much more is at stake in economic competition than our 
standard of living. What is at stake is our way of life—our values 
and our social system. History shows us in constant repetition 
that the social order reflects the world power structure. 
Historically, weaker nations have emulated the social order of 
stronger nations in the perhaps misguided belief that military 
strength is a reflection of some special moral, social, or political 
fiber. Already nations including the United States are turning to 
Japan. Recognizing Japanese leadership in the world market, 
other countries are investigating Japanese society. They are 
scrutinizing the Japanese national character in the hope of 
discovering their secret of success. 

The secret is simple. Japan has made a national commitment 
to education. Other developing competitors and industrialized 
nations have made the same commitment in varying degrees. 
We, on the other hand, have permitted the once proud edifice of 
American education to corrode into a thin and crumbling 
semblance of its former strength and integrity. 

Disrepair in education is a reflection of disintegration of our 
moral fiber as a people. We were once renowned and still like to 
think of ourselves as a people imbued with a frontier spirit. 
Forged in the crucible of harsh and unrelenting natural forces 
intolerant of indolence or error, our national character became 
synonymous with ingenuity and productivity. We prevailed, we 
prospered, and we became lazy. American youth today aspire to 
be normal and average. We have developed salary systems that 
reward satisfactory performance instead of excellence. We give 
grades for effort rather than achievement, and we coalesce in 
diminished expectations for our children. All this is reflected in 
diminished SAT scores and student performance. 

Our national indifference to excellence has lasted over 25 
years. During this same time our most formidable economic 
competitors have strengthened their systems of higher education 
and turned out new generations of scientists, technologists, and 
leaders in every walk of life. They are tougher, leaner, and 
smarter than we are. 

I know this from personal experience. As a former dean of 
students, I had the opportunity to review the academic records of 
hundreds of international students. Take the Japanese as an 
example. Typically they have had Calculus III in high school; 
they know at least two foreign languages one of which is 
invariably English; they possess very strong backgrounds in 
natural sciences, the humanities, and the social sciences, far 
exceeding our expectations of our high school graduates. Not 
every competitor nation has an educational system as strong as 
the Japanese. However, without exception the systems are 
significantly stronger than the American system. 

Since the ability to compete in the future will depend largely 
on research, technology, and development, we are already at a 
competitive disadvantage as great as our naval disadvantage 
after the Japanese bombed Pear] Harbor in 1941. We were a full 20 
years behind in naval strength then, and we are at least that far 
behind in technology now. 

Pearl Harbor marshaled our national resolve. In four years 
the American people overcame 20 years of technological deficit. 
We can prevail again, but not without sacrifice. Freedom 
continues to exact a price. We must make a national commitment 
to excellence, strengthen our educational system, and seek to 
make ourselves the best educated and trained people in the world. 
Completing a high school education, doing your best, seeking 
postsecondary training or a college eduation—these are duties of 
a new patriotism.

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November: National Hospice Month 


(As part of the observation of 
National Hospice Month during 
November, this article was 
written by Cathy Chapman, 
RN, Director of Nursing for 
Hospice of Garrett County). 


The major focus of medical 
science in the 20th century has 
been directed toward improv- 
ing health and prolonging life. 
Because of this force toward 
saving lives, people in the 
health field failed to recognize 
the needs of persons who were 
dying and who had no hope of 
recovery. It was through the 
efforts of Cicely Saunders, a 
British social worker, that the 
hospice concept of care for the 
terminally ill was initiated. 

Miss Saunders was involved 
in the care of a friend who was 
dying of cancer. The two were 
able to talk freely of his feelings 
and his needs as a dying person. 
Miss Saunders realized that the 
care of a dying patient needed 
to be different from a patient 
who was expected to recover. 
She was the first to understand 
that the pain of a dying person 
was not just physical but emo- 
tional, social, spiritual, as well 
as economical. 

Upon her friend's death, Miss 
Saunders began involving her- 
self in the care of other termi- 
nally ill patients. Feeling 
limited as a social worker in her 
attempts to make changes in 
these patients’ care, Miss Saun- 
ders felt the need to further her 
education. In 1957 Miss Saun-

‘The Home Health nurses are 
able to provide the physical 
care but we just don’t have time 
to provide the emotional, 
spiritual, and psychosocial care 
that is involved in caring for the 
terminally ill.

“Home Health and Hospice 
work very closely together. I 
really feel that Hospice im- 
proves the overall care we are 
able to give to our terminally ill 
Home Health patients.”’ 


ders became Dr. Saunders 
Upon graduation, Dr. Saunders 
was given a research fellowship 
to study the effects of drugs on 
pain in the terminally ill, an 
unexplored area of medicine. 
Dr. Saunders travelled 
throughout England, helping to 
initiate the hospice concept of 
care. In 1963, she visited Yale 
University in Connecticut to 
share the results of her work in 
England as well as observe how 
American facilities cared for 
their terminally ill. Two indi- 
viduals from Yale New Haven 
Hospital became acquainted 
with Dr. Saunders and followed 
her work closely with the termi- 
nally ill of England. These same 
two also became acquainted 
with Dr. Kubler-Ross several 
years later as she lectured at 
Yale concerning her profes- 
sional views expressed in her 
book, On Death and Dying. 
These two dedicated individuals 
worked with the citizens and 
professionals of Yale Uni- 
versity and New Haven, Con- 
necticut, to combine the knowl- 
edge of Drs. Saunders and 
Kubler-Ross concerning the 
care of the terminally ill. In 1971 
the group formed Hospice, Inc., 
the first organization in the 
United States committed to the 
care of the terminally iil. 
Hospices in the United States 
have grown from 1 in 1971 to 
1,683 in 1987. Although hospices 
are quite varied in size and 
organizational structure, they 
all share the same goal for 
keeping the patient comfortable

“Sometimes we don't have 
the time that we would like in 
caring for our terminally ill 
patients. Hospice allows us to 
be more confident, knowing 
that someone is there for the 
patient. I have a very dedi- 
cated, caring staff, but we just 
don’t have the time to do all that 
the volunteers do for the patient 
— sitting and talking, feeding 
the patient that takes so long to 
eat, taking them for long wheel- 
chair rides. 

‘Both administration and the 
nursing staff are appreciative 
of the caring and sensitivity 
that the volunteers show to our 
patients and their families.”’

Health professionals in Gar- 
rett County began to realize 
their need for such care in 1982 
Although Garrett County is a 
small community in population, 
the problems of the terminally 
ill are just as acute. On January 
6, 1982, a group of concerned 
community members met to 
discuss the formation of a 
hospice program in Garrett 
County. This group included 
representatives from many 
local agencies as well as local 
physicians. The goal set by this 
group was the palliative 
management of a terminal ill- 
ness ensuring that an indi- 
vidual’s rernaining time be as 
comfortable as possible. Efforts 
were also made to maintain the 
community involvement of the 
project. It was felt that through 
the involvement of the health 
care agencies of the com- 
munity, that the care provided 
to the individual would remain 
consistent and that the family 
would remain a unit whether 
the patient was at home, in the 
hospital, or in a nursing home. 

It is through the efforts of 
many individuals that Hospice 
of Garrett County was formed. 
On February 1, 1983, the pro- 
gram was officially opened to 
offer care to terminally ill 
people in Garrett County. The 
following are quotes from indi- 
viduals affiliated with health 
care agencies involved with 
implementing the hospice con- 
cept.

Yough Stocking 
Of Brown Trout 
Is Completed 


The Maryland Department of 
Natural Resources recently 
completed its planned stocking 
of brown trout fingerlings in the 
Youghiogheny River for 1988. 

Fingerlings were placed in 
the river on three different oc- 
casions. The first stocking took 
place May 24 and consisted of 
10,000 fish of about two inches, 
which were received from a 
West Virginia state hatchery. 
The second stocking was on 
July 5, when 15,000 three inch 
fish were purchased from a pri- 
vate hatchery. On October 18-19 
20,000 additional brown trout 
were purchased from the 
private hatchery, which is lo- 
cated in Pennsylvania. These 
trout were the largest of the 
fingerlings stocked this year, 
averaging about five inches. 

All of the fingerlings had one 
fin clipped to enable DNR per- 
sonnel to differentiate between 
stockings. According to Ken 
Pavol, regional fisheries 
biologist, marking the fish and 
stocking them at different times 
will make it possible to begin 
gathering data to assess the 
results of stocking various sized 
fingerlings at different times of 
the year. 


Since 1984 over 150,000 finger- 
lings have been stocked in the 
Youghiogheny in Garrett 
County by the Department of 
Natural Resources with the 
assistance of the Youghiogheny 
Chapter of Trout Unlimited. In 
sections of the river with an 
adequate flow of cold water dur- 


ing summer months, the sur- 
vival and growth rates have 
been ‘excellent,’ Pavol said. 
Recent sampling efforts have 
resulted in good numbers of 
trout, expecially in the stretch 
of the river directly below the 
Deep Creek Power Plant, witha 
few reaching 20 inches, he said.

Trophy does will be recog- 
nized this year for the first time 
in Maryland, as well as trophy 
bucks. Trophy does are judged 
on dressed weight, with the two 
heaviest does in each county re- 
ceiving awards. The three 
heaviest does in the state will 
also be recognized. Only does 
taken during the 1988-89 deer 
season will be eligible. All does 
entered in the contest must 
have their weight certified at an 
official trophy doe contest 
checking station 

Trophy bucks will be judged 
on antler size and shape, using 
the Boone and Crockett scoring 
system. The two highest- 
scoring bucks in typical and 
non-typical classes in each 
county, for each of the three 
seasons bow, gun, and muz- 
zieloader will receive 
awards. Also, the three highest- 
scoring bucks in the state from 
each season will be recognized 

Sika bucks will also be 
recognized, with the three 
highest-scoring bucks in each 


season receiving awards. 

Only bucks legally taken 
during the 1987-88 hunting sea- 
sons will be eligible for county 
competition. Bucks taken in 
previous years can be entered 
in the Historic category, if they 
meet minumum scores 

Deer taken on crop damage 
permits or road kills are not 
eligible. 

All deer must be measured 
and scored prior to the actual 
contest date by MTA official 
scorer, No deer will be accepted 
at the ‘‘door”’ for scoring.

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Review Board Appointed To Study 


State's Gypsy Moth Spray Program 


Governor William Donald 
Schaefer has recently 
appointed a review board to 
study and review the state's 
gypsy moth spraying program 

The independent advisory 
board was appointed to act as a 
third party — a bipartisan party 
~ to review and work out an 
objective compromise between 
environmentalists, who are 
against a widespread aerial 
spraying of Dimilin which they 
feel is potentially harmful to 
aquatic life in the Chesapeake 
Bay, and the Maryland Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, the agency 
in charge of the spraying pro- 
gram that feels Dimilin is 
environmentally safe 

Gov. Schaefer asked the 
advisory board to report within 
two months on options to 
combat the pest and ‘if we are 
taking the necessary safety pre- 
cautions to protect the bay,’ 
said David Carroll, the 
governor's Chesapeake Bay 
coordinator 

Maryland Secretary of Agri- 
culture Wayne A. Cawley Jr 
strongly defended his depart- 
ment’s gypsy moth program 
and the use of Dimilin in a staff 
report to the House Environ- 
mental Matters Committee 
‘Dealing with the gypsy moth 
on an individual, community, 
regional or statewide basis 1s 
very complex and involves 
more than deciding only what 
pesticide should be applied,” 
Cawley wrote 

His report added, ‘‘To date, 
the results and evaluations of 
using Dimilin show that it ts 
very effective, does not cause 
adverse effects to humans or 
the environment, and is the 
most inexpensive insecticide 
available for gypsy moth con- 
trol.”’ 

Throughout Maryland, 
166,628 acres were treated in the 
program, paid for by the state, 
county and federal govern- 
ments, said Robert H. Tichenor 
Jr., chief of forest pest manage- 
ment for the MDA. ‘We're still 
not in the position of knocking 
the gypsy moth back signifi- 
cantly, but we're hampering its 
growth,”’ Tichenor said 

Last year’s spray program 
was opposed by many residents 
because they were given no 
choice between having their 
properties sprayed with Dimilin 
or with B.t., or Bacillus thurin- 
giensis, an insecticide with no 
known toxic effects on human 
and animal health or on the 
environment 

Maryland reserved B.t. for 
spraying over and near critical 
bay tributaries and other wet- 
lands, such as Deep Creek 
Lake. Tichenor said there were 
no plans to change that policy 
this year, and he repeated that 
relying more heavily on B.t 
would cost more for spraying, 
that it would be less effective 
against the gypsy moth and that 
it would result in greater defoli- 
ation of oaks and other 
deciduous trees because fewer 
acres could be sprayed 

“We've got a lot of environ- 
mental precautions in place 
And really, where there's a 
difference of opinion (about 
Dimilin) is whether those pre- 
cautions are sufficient or not,” 
he said. ‘‘We feel they are, and 
we feel we have the data to back 
it up.” 

Tichenor said that the state

Dimilin in Garrett County. ‘‘As 
much B.t. was used in Garrett 
as any other county in the state 
over 50 percent,’’ he said 
Trees, and certainly the oaks, 
are in danger, Tichenor said 
He related that in 1987, in addi- 


tion to the gypsy moths, canker 


worms (inch worms) defoliated 
30.000 acres of trees in the 
county. ‘Even if this amount of 
defoliation happens only one or 
two years, it will cause a lot of 
mortality. And,’’ he added, ‘it's 
hard to determine what causes 
one tree to die and another tree 
not to die. It’s unpredictable.” 

David Cohen, head of the 
Western Maryland regional 
office of the department's 
Gypsy Moth Survey and Con- 
trol, provided figures which 
showed there was a decrease in 
defoliation in Garrett County 
last summer. Heavy defoliation 
occurred on 647 acres, with 
moderate defoliation on 427 
acres for a total of 1,074 acres 
attacked by gypsy moths 

The damage done by canker 
worms in 1988 was significantly 
lower than the previous year, 
also. A total of 3,022 acres were 
defoliated in 1988, compared to 
the damage done to 30,000 acres 
in 1987 

Cohen reported that an egg 
mass survey being done in Gar- 
rett County this fall is nearing 
completion, and that infor- 
mation will be added to data 
collected statewide. Final 
figures on expectations for next 
surmmer will be available after 
the first of the year, he said.

State Jobless 
Rate Steady, 
County’s Lower 


Maryland's estimated 
unemployment rate in Sep- 
tember 1988 remained at 4.2 
percent for the third consecu- 
tive month, according to statis- 
tics released by the Maryland 
Department of Economic and 
Employment Development 
(DEED). Garrett County's 
jobless rate dropped, however, 
from 8.1 percent in August to 7.8 
percent in September 

Last year at this time, the job- 
less rate for Maryland was 
slightly lower at 3.9 percent and 
Garrett County's rate was 7.0 
percent 

“Seasonal layoffs of some 
13,000 workers causing employ- 
ment to decline during the 
month were offset by nearly the 
same number of summer 
workers leaving the labor 
force,’ explained J. Randall 
Evans, Maryland Secretary of 
Economic and Employment 
Development. ‘As a result, only 
48 people were actually added 
to the jobless roll statewide,”’ he 
stated 

In Garrett County, there were 
actually fewer people employed 
in September than in August 
(11,242 to 11,570); however the 
workforce in August was 12,995, 
compared to 12,195 in Sep 
ternber 

Nationally, unemployment 
edged down from 5.4 percent in 
August to 5.2 percent in Sep- 
tember 

Despite the decline in employ- 
ment — observed mostly in eat- 
ing and drinking places, hotels, 
amusement services, member- 
ship organizations, and agri- 
cultural services recall 
activity caused other industries 
to increase employment. The 
reopening of schools for the fall 
semester played a significant 
role in employment gains in 
state and local governments 
and in related industries such 
as local transportation and edu- 
cational services 

Seasonal business declines in 
food processing along with 
three separate labor disputes in 
the durable goods industry 
caused the manufacturing pay- 
rolls to drop by 650 workers, 
while special trade contractors 
caused construction employ- 
ment to increase. In addition, 
employment increases of more 
than 100 workers each were 
seen in printing and publishing, 
transportation equipment 
manufacturing, trucking, per- 
sonal and health services in- 
dustries 

In Western Maryland, the 
estimated jobless rate held at 
6.7 percent. Allegany County 
was the only western county to 
experience an increase in its 
unemployment rate, rising 
from 8.1 percent to 8.4 percent 
between August and Sep- 
tember 

Fluctuating employment 
activity was noted in the 
balance of the State where the 
estimated jobless rate rose 
from 5.0 percent in August to 5.1 
percent in ,september. The most 
notable fluctuations occurred in 
Kent County where the 
unemployment rate increased 
from 4.5 percent to 5.6 percent, 
in Talbot County where the rate 
dropped from 4.4 percent to 2.3 
percent and in Worcester 
County where the drop in tourist 
activity caused the jobless rate 
to increase from 2.6 percent in 
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August to 3.6 in September 
Statewide, the unemployment 

rates for the local jurisdictions 

ranged from a low of 2.3 percent 


in Talbot County to a high of 8.4

Manufacturing 
Wages Increase 
10.3 Percent 


Over the past two years, 
manufacturing related wages 
and salaries have increased an 
average of 10.3 percent, accord- 
ing to a recently released 
survey conducted by the Mary- 
land Manufacturers Associ- 
ation (MMA), a council of the 
Maryland Chamber of Com- 
merce. 

Over 120 organizations sup- 
plied data for 22,000 employees 
throughout the state. The 
survey includes salary data on 
153 positions, classified in 10 
jobs families 

The highest salary increase, 
of 15.1 percent, occurred in the 
hurnan resources and personnel 
category. Office and clerical 
wages increased by 14.9 percent 
and accountants and financial 
personnel had salary increases 
of 11.2 percent. 

The lowest percentage in- 
crease occurred for workers in 
the data processing field, with 
a 5.2 percent increase in wages 
while engineers received an in- 
crease of 8.4 percent since 1986. 

Two new categories were in- 
cluded in the survey — product 
developing and marketing, 
sales and service — but com- 
parison data was not available. 

The survey report provides a 
job title, job description, geo- 
graphic area, number of em- 
ployees and number of com- 
panies for each position cate- 
gory. The report also includes 
the lowest rate paid and the 
middle 50 percent range of 
salaries and wages. 

The data is reported for geo- 
graphic regions as follows: (1) 
Allegany and Garrett 
counties; Washington, 
Frederick and Carroll counties; 
(3) Howard, Montgomery and 
Prince George’s counties; (4) 
Southern Maryland — Calvert, 
Charles, St. Mary’s and Anne 
Arundel (south of Route 50) 
counties; (5) Central Maryland 

Baltimore City, Baltimore 
County, Harford and Anne 
Arundel (north of Route 50) 
counties; and (6) Eastern Shore 

Cecil, Kent, Queen Anne's,

Much of his business is a 
result of family members 
“advertising” his handiwork by 
wearing the sweaters 

His family consists of his 
wife, Mary Lyle, one daughter, 
three grandchildren, and five 
great-grandchildren. 

Clyde often creates patterns 
for special orders with the help 
of his grandson, Bob Crowe, a 
teacher at Southern High School 
with a master’s degree in art. 

Crowe said, ‘‘When he gets re- 
quests, we sit down together to 
make the pattern. He knows the 
mechanics of it, and I know how 
to draw it out.”’ 

Once in awhile, Clyde begins 
knitting the sweater, and 
creates the design as he goes 
along. Other patterns are pur- 
chased through the mail. 

His patterned sweaters most 
often depict wildlife, including 
eagles, horses, buffalo, rams, 
and ducks. He has also created 
an Indian head design and Mex- 
ican sweaters 

Clyde has created approx- 
imately 300 sweaters, and 
spends about 80 hours on each 
patterned sweater. Plain 
designs are completed more 
quickly. For all his efforts, 
Clyde receives from $90 to $130 
for his work, depending on the 
pattern. He notes, “It’s just a 
hobby. I'm not in it for profit." 

Clyde orders his yarn from a 
company in Michigan. He said, 
‘I've found that in pattern knit- 
ting it pays to use all wool.” 

Clyde does more knitting dur- 
ing the winter months than 
throughout the rest of the year. 
“T usually get up early in the 
morning and knit for awhile. 
Then I'll go for a week without 
working on it at all. I sort of 
have to be in the mood.” 

Clyde has never been able to 
pass his knowledge of knitting 
on to someone else. ‘‘I couldn't 
even teach my own daughter to 
knit. She's left-handed, and I! 
just couldn't teach it 
backwards.” 

Although Clyde's wife doesn't 
knit either, she does various 
types of needlepoint and em- 
broidery, creating framed pro}- 
ects and chair cushions for their 
home 

After all his years of knitting, 
one would expect Clyde to have 
an entire closet-full of sweaters 
for himself. However, he said, 
‘“T've sold sweaters right off my 
back. I don’t get to wear my 
own very often.” 

Perhaps that is where the 
true beauty of Clyde's projects 
They are created 
unselfishly for someone else's 
pleasure. Clyde's mother prob-

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The crisp autumn flavor and colors of cranberries 
make them a natural for nutritious cooking this time of 
year. In years past, the first big frost marked the end of 
the regular harvest and the start of the “crimson harvest’ 
of plump, juicy cranberries. Fresh cranberries are most 
readily available from September through December, so 
now is a good time to take advantage of them. 

Too often we tend to think of cranberries only in 
terms of a jelly or whole berry sauce to accompany a roast 
turkey, but cranberries are much more versatile than 
that. North America’s native berry makes luscious pies, 
cakes and breads, not to mention jams, relishes and 
sauces. Cranberry drinks, cranberries in vegetable dishes 
and cranberries in zesty fruit salads — the list seems end- 
less. And their distinctive, tart taste goes particularly wel! 
in hearty main dishes of meat, fish or poultry. 

Cranberries also store well, either in the refrigerator 
or the freezer. To freeze, simply rinse the berries, drain 
well, and pack them fairly tightly into a plastic freezer 


container and freeze.

CRANBERRY STUFFING 

Here’s a simple, low fat stuffing variation that 
provides vitamin C from the cranberries and fiber 
from the whole wheat bread. It is a colorful, tasty 
accompaniment to poultry, game or pork. 
1 cup cranberries (about 3 ounces) 
2 tablespoons sugar 
%, cup celery, chopped 
1 medium onion, chopped 
2 tablespoons margarine 
7 slices whole wheat bread, cubed 

Combine the cranberries and sugar with *s cup 
of water in a medium saucepan. Bring to a boil over 
medium heat and simmer for 5 minutes, stirring 
occasionally. Remove from heat and drain. In a 
large skilled over medium heat, steam the celery 
and onions in 1 cup of water until tender.

Wash and core the apples (peeling is optional). 
In a large saucepan mix the sugar and water and 
add the apples. Over high heat, bring to a boil, then 
reduce the heat to low, cover and simmer for 10 
minutes, or until the apples are just tender. Baste 
the syrup in pan occasionally while cooking.

: CRANBERRY SOUP 

Served hot or cold, the sweet-tart-spicy flavor of 
this soup will start any meal on a good note. 
Although it’s rich in taste, the use of evaporated 
skim milk means it’s not high in fat. 
1 pound fresh cranberries (4 cups) 
1 large cinnamon stick 
‘2 to %4 cup sugar (depending on tartness of 

berries ) 

2 cups evaporated skim milk 
‘4 cup plain lowfat yogurt 
Nutmeg 

Place cranberries and cinnamon stick in a large 
saucepan. Add water about ‘2-inch above the 
berries. Heat to a boil at medium heat; then reduce 
the heat and simmer until cranberries are very 
tender and begin to fall apart. Remove cinnamon 
stick. Pour the cranberry mixture into a blender or 
food processor. Puree, slowly adding sugar to taste. 
Strain. Place the cranberry mixture and evaporated 
milk in the saucepan and reheat to just under a boil. 
This can be served hot or cold, but prior to serving, 
top with a tablespoon of yogurt and a dash of 
nutmeg. This recipe yields four servings. 
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CRANBERRY SAUCE TURKEY SALAD 

2 cups turkey, cooked and cubed 
2 small heads bibb lettuce, torn into pieces 
1 large red apple, cored and cut into 42-inch pieces 
‘4 cup raisins 
2 tablespoons walnuts, coarsely chopped 
1 cup jellied cranberry sauce

When I was a very young man, 
I was quite critical of the world 
the youth of my day were inherit 
ing from our fathers. In my eyes, 
it fell so far short of justice, liberty, 
brotherhood and Christian char 
ity. As far as they went, my judge- 
ments and those of my peers were 
all too correct. Most of us vowed 
that we would deliver to our chil- 
dren a much better world. 

I'm not sure just which gener 
ation is in charge of the world 
just now, but there are many umes 
when I realize ruefully that my 
generation has handed or is hand 
ing over a world that is certainly 
different, but perhaps no better 
than the one that was passed on 
tous. In fact, when I consider the 
extremely high rate of youthful 
suicide, the evergrowing drug cul 
ture and the threat of global nu 
clear destruction, | can’t help sus 
pecting that our heritage to the 
next generation may be even a 
step or two backward

Yet, how can that be? When I 
was a boy the churches could not 
measure up to most of the church- 
es we have today. Our Sunday 
schoo! curriculum was bul a sha 
dow of what is available today 
Even small churches today are so 
much better equpped, teachers 
are better trained, and congre- 
gations so much more sophistica- 
ted. Participating in the life of a 
church today is generally so much 
more fun: lots of organized ac- 
tivities, programs and oppor 
tunities

makes a difference in the long 
run. The people in Jeremiah’s 
day could also point to a prosper- 
ous and popular Hebrew religion, 
but Jeremiah makes it clear that 
that is not what God ts looking 
for. Business might be ‘‘as usual’” 
or even ‘‘better than ever"’ at the 
temple, but that didn't mean that 
people took God seriously. They 
were proud of their elegant temple, 
to be sure, but they were proud 
for the wrong reasons 

So through Jeremiah, God 
comes to them, saying: ‘*‘Do not 
trust in these deceptive words: 
‘This is the temple of the Lord, 
the temple of the Lord, the temple 
of the Lord’ '* (Jeremiah 7:4). 
No one is saved from God's judge- 
ment by a glorious temple or a 
‘‘well-fixed church.”’ 


THE SAME PEOPLE ' 

What God really wants from: 
them--and from us--is a life that 
tries to incorporate the moral pre~. 
cepts of the religion. The same" 
people who cried so confidently, 
**The temple of the Lord!"’, were 
the same ones whom God address-- 
ed when he said through Jere-. 
miah: **Will you steal, murder,‘ 
commit adultery, swear falsely, 
burn incense to Baal, and go after 
other gods that you have not 
known, and then come and stand 
before me in this house...and say, 
‘We are delivered!'--only to go 
on doing these abominations?’’ 
(7:9,10) 

Actually, their religion had be- 
come a shield behind which they 
lived lives that were more attuned 
to the pagan religions around them 
than the high moral level demand- 
ed by the Lord. Their ‘‘church 
going’’ kept up the appearances 
of the traditional Hebrew faith, 
but in their private and public 
lives ihey weit livitig by hedon 
istic Standards 

And what of us? Is it possible 
that we too are vulnerable to Jere- 
miah’s searing prophecy? What 
“abominations’’ do we perpetuate 
as we continue to ‘‘come and stand 
before me in this house’’? And 
when the records are totaled and 
balanced, is it possible God's 
prophets will say of us: **They 
did worse than their fathers’’?

TV CLASSICS 


Rural comedies took place 
of highly rated Westerns

In the late 1950s and early 
1960s, television was 
dominated by the almighty 
Western Shows like 
Gunsmoke and Wagon 
Train ruled the ratings, year 
after year. But then, in 1962 
a sitcom called The Beverls 
Hillbillies entered the scene 
climbed quickly to No 
|—and changed the tace of 
prime-time TV for the rest of 
the decade

only ended the Westerns 
five-year reign in the ratings 
it returned sitcoms in gener- 
al to prime-time promin- 
ence. For the most part 
critics despised the saga of 
the Ozark Clampetts who 
moved to the Big City. But 
viewers gobbled up the corn- 
pone like so much ofl 
(sranny § possum stew 

It took the show less thana 
month from its September. 
1962 debut to become the 
most popular program on 
TV. And. despite a tempor- 
ary setback when it was 
moved to an ecarlier time 
slot. The Beverly Hillbillies 
remained in the Top 10 
throughout the | 960s. It also 
spawned the usual rash of 
imitators: Petticoat Junc- 
tion, Green Acres, Here 
Come the Brides, etc. Rural 
comedy was definitely “in.”

Tax Revenue 
Boosted by Back 
To School Sales 


Maryland State Comptroller 
Louis L. Goldstein reported this 
week that sales and use tax 
revenue for September 1988 
totaled $125,.056.952, an 8.7%, 
growth over the same month of 
the previous year. ‘“‘The Sep- 
tember revenue, which is based 
upon August retail sales, saw a 
rebound in the general mer- 
chandise category, probably 
based on back to school sales,”’ 
he said. 

The general merchandise 
category of sales tax collections 
produced $21.9 million for Sep- 
tember, an 8.3%, gain 

‘Construction-related cate- 
gories of sales tax revenue also 
showed renewed growth,” Gold- 
stein said. “The building and 
contractors category produced 
$20.9 million for September, up 
7.1% and the furniture, fixtures 
and appliances category 
yielded $13.9 million, up 9.8%,."’ 

The hardware, machinery 
and equipment category was 
the fastest growing source of 
sales tax revenue, with a 16.5%, 
gain over September, 1987. The 
category, which includes sales 
by hardware farm 
equipment dealers and in- 
dustrial suppliers, produced 
$4.7 million 

For fiscal year 1989 to date, 
sales and use tax revenue totals 
$246 943,704, up 7.9% from the 
$228,817.888 collected for the 
same period of the previous 
fiscal year

Opposition to provisional 
certificates was approved by 
the MSTA Representatives 
Assembly, MSTA’s official 
policy-making body, which met 
October 28 and 29 in Ocean City. 

The Representative As- 
sembly also directed MSTA 
to work for the establishment 
and expansion of alternative 
teacher preparation programs 
to help meet the teacher short- 
age 

Such programs, Corelle said, 
would have to maintain 
rigorous standards and be 
under the control of the Pro 
fessional Standards and 
Teacher Education Advisory 
Board, which includes teacher 
representatives. MSTA is work- 
ing for legislation to recon- 
stitute this board to give it 
independent authority. 
Currently, it has only an 
advisory role to the State Board 
of Education 

State Department of Edu- 
cation statistics, Corelle said, 
‘show a dangerous trend in the 
number of provisional certifi- 
cates being issued.”’ 

During the 1983-84 school 
year, 88 provisional certificates 
were issued. In 1984-85, the total 
rose to 153, in 1985-86 to 510, and 
in 1986-87 to 791. 

Part of the increase is attri- 
butable to the National 
Teachers Examinations, which 
Marviand began using as a 
certification requirement in 
1986. The teacher shortage is 
also placing pressures on school 
systems to lower standards, 
Corelle said 

MSTA supports alternative 
programs for training teachers, 
Corelle said, but strongly 
opposes any lowering of 
standards. That is why MSTA 
opposes a proposal made by 
Joseph Shilling, state super- 
intendent of schools, for a sub- 
standard “intern certificate,’ 
she said 

‘The solution lies in training 
more teachers,'’ she said, ‘‘not 
in putting warm-bodied, un- 
qualified adults in the class- 
rooms as babysitters.’

Warning About 


Fraudulent Groups 


Over the past several years 
many organizations have 
evolved which have names 
similar to the American Heart 
Association, and some of these 
sound-alike organizations are 
fraudulent and are capitalizing 
on the good intentions of well- 
meaning contributors, accord- 
ing to Frankie Greise, director 
of the Western Maryland 
Division of the AHA. Con- 
sequently, the American Heart 
Association is concerned that 
the public may confuse the 
identity, activities and purpose 
of some of these sound-alike 
Organizations with the 
American Heart Association. 

At the same time, the Ameri- 
can Heart Association does not 
want to stifle the activities of 
any legitimate not-for-profit 
agencies raising funds for 
cardiovascular research, Ms. 
Greise said. The American 
Heart Association offers this 
advice: 


« Check out the organization 
asking for money. Does it have 
an annual report and a financial 
statement’ The organization 
should be able to provide this 
information upon request 
Evaluate what percentage of 
dollars goes to services and 
research versus administrative 
costs 

¢ Does the organization have 
legal status to collect money”? 
Non-profit organizations in 
Maryland must be registered 
with the Maryland Secretary of 
State and should have tax 
exempt status under the 
Internal Revenue Code. 

« Contact the local Better 
Bureau which can provide 
information on the status of tax- 
exempt organizations. 

The American Heart Associa- 
tion also suggests the following 
considerations: Is the organi- 
zation good at what it does’ 
Does it spend its money the way 
it says it does? Have you ever 
heard of it before?

FSU To Host 
Maryland State 
Games In 1990 


Frostburg State University 
will be the site for the four-year- 
old Maryland State Games, a 
sports festival for amateur 
athletes from across the state, 
in the summer of 1990, FSU 
President Herb. F. Reinhard 
and state officials announced 
this week 

More than 2,000 athletes are 
expected to convene on the FSU 
campus for the event which is 
patterned after the Olympic 
Games and is Maryland's 
“premier showcase for out- 
standing amateur athletes,’ 
noted James E. Narron, 
executive chairman of the 
Maryland State Games 
Commission and an FSU 
graduate. Previous games have 
been held at the University of 
Maryland System's College 
Park campus, and in 1989, will 
be held at UMBC 

FSU President Herb. F. Rein- 
hard, in announcing the news 
along with Adele Wilzack, 
Maryland Secretary of Health 
and Mental Hygiene, and J. 
Randall Evans, Secretary of 
Economic and Employment 
Development, said: “I am 
extremely delighted that FSU 
has been chosen as the site for 
the 1990 Games...for what this 
will mean to the continued 
visibility of Frostburg State 
University dnd for what it will 
mean economically in terms of 
the visibility for this entire 
area.” 

“The 1990 State Games will 
bring several thousand out- 
standing young athletes, 
families, friends and others to 
this campus and to Western 
Marviand,”’ continued Dr. Rein- 


hard. “Like the Whitewater 
championships, it has great 
potential for our on-going 
economic development and 
tourism efforts and is a major 
step forward for the University 
and the entire area in con- 
vincing people throughout the 
state that we are a beautiful 
area with a tremendous 
commitment to do well in 
everything we undertake."’ 

The Maryland State Games, 
according to Narron, ‘promote 
the Olympic ideal at the grass- 
roots community level, pro 
viding the opportunity for 
thousands of Marylanders to 
share in the Olympic 
experience as competitors, 
volunteers, coaches, and 
spectators.” 

According to Loyal Park, 
director of FSU athletics and 
Dr. Harold Cordts, chair of the 
FSU department of health, 
physical education and 
recreation, Frostburg State 
University was selected for the 
sixth annual games ‘‘for its 
excellent facilities and the 
exciting possibility of creating 
an Olympic Village environ- 
ment for both athletes and 
spectators."’ Having all of the 
athletes both housed and 
competing in a generally con- 
fined area will promote a sense 
of camaraderie and sportsman- 
ship and be an impetus for 
greater participation. 

The competition is open to 
anyone who has resided in 
Maryland for more than 3 
days, including Maryland 
school students and members ot 
the Armed Forces. A low entry 
fee ensures that no one is 
excluded from competition for 
financial reasons.

GCC Continuing 
Ed. Program 
Gets High Rating 


In a recent outcomes survey 
by the Maryland State Board of 
Community Colleges of stu- 
dents taking continuing edu- 
cation courses, Garrett Com- 
munity College's Continuing 
Education Division was rated 
high among Maryland com- 
munity colleges. Students from 
all 17 community colleges in the 
state were surveyed to help 
evaluate non-credit education 
in Maryland 

The four areas surveyed were 
the quality of administration, 
the quality of instruction, goal 
achievement and course corm 
pletion 

Of the non-credit students at 
GCC, 59%, rated the quality of 
administration very good, 10%, 
higher than the statewide aver- 
age of 49%, 39%, rated it good, 
compared to the statewide 
average of 42%, 

The quality of instruction at 
GCC was rated very good by 
55%, of the students and good by 
38%, of them. The statewide 
averages were 49% and 36%, 
respectively. GCC's very good 
rating was topped only by Cecil 
Community College which re- 
ceived a 62%, rating. 

In the area of goal achieve- 
ment, 51% of GCC’s non-credit 
students indicated that they had 
achieved their goals, as com- 
pared to 36% statewide 

Of all the students taking non- 
credit classes at GCC, %% com- 
pleted the course requirements 
and would recommend the 
classes to others. The statewide 
average of students completing 
the course requirements was 
92%,. 


When asked to comment on 
the favorable results of the out- 
comes survey Lowell Bender, 
director of Continuing Edu- 
cation at GCC, said, “I was 
obviously very pleased to learn 
of the favorable results and to 
know that the people of Garrett 
County are experiencing high 
quality learning situations. 
Much of the credit belongs to 
the many instructors and to the 
planning and support staff. The 
quality of caring seems evident 
throughout.”’ 


Resorts Support 
Development Of 
GCC Curriculum 


Local Maryland and West 
Virginia resorts are assisting 
Garrett Community College to 
develop a Resort Management 
curriculum by providing 
employees to conduct an occu- 
pational analysis on November 
15 and 16. Resorts providing 
employees include Wil] O' the 
Wisp, McClive’s Restaurant 
and Lounge, Red Run Inn, Point 
View Inn & Motel and Sky 
Valley Association, Inc. in the 
Deep Creek lake area; The 
Casselman and Holiday Inn in 
Grantsville; Comfort Inn in 
Frostburg; and Canaan Valley 
Resort and Blackwater Falls 
State Park in Davis, W.Va 

The process of developing a 
curriculum, called DACUM by 
the current method, is a rela- 
tively new and innovative ap- 
proach to occupational 
analysis, according to a GCC 
spokesman. “It has been 
proven to be a very effective 
method of quickly determining, 
at relatively low cost, the com- 
petencies or tasks that must be 
performed by persons em- 
ployed in a given job or occu- 
pational area,"’ the spokesman 
said. 

The occupational profile 
chart that results from the 
DACUM analysis is a detailed 
and graphic portrayal of the 
skills involved in the occupation 
being studied. The DACUM 
analysis can be used as a basis 
for (1) curriculum develop- 
ment, (2) student learning, (3) 
training needs assessments, (4) 
worker performance evalu- 
ations, and (5) competency test 
development. 

DACUM has been success- 
fully used to analyze occu- 
pations at the professional, 
technical, skilled, and semi- 
skilled levels, the spokesman 
said. A carefully chosen group 
of about 10-12 experts from the 
participating resorts form the 
DACUM committee. The com- 
mittee will work under the guid- 
ance of co-facilitators Thomas 
H. Kierstead and Charley Cole- 
man, both administrators at 
Garrett Community College. 

“The chart development 
phase of DACUM is a relatively 
intense two-day process,"’ Kier- 
stead said. ‘‘Modified smiall- 
group brainstorming tech- 
niques are used to obtain the 
collective expertise and con- 
sensus of the committee.” 
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After the occupational chart 
has been developed, the 
DACUM process continues with 
specific curriculum and in- 
structional development. At the 
conclusion of the process a 
curriculum which is responsive 
to necessary occupational skills 
is implemented

Such are the subjects under 
discussion today during the 
Agriculture, Natural Resources 
and the Environment Workshop 
at the Governor's Conference 
on the Future of Maryland Agri- 
culture at the Omni Hotel in 
Baltimore today and tomorrow. 

‘We want to look ahead into 
the interrelationship between 
agriculture and the environ- 
ment,"' said Alan Taylor, work- 
shop co-chair and a consultant 
to the University of Maryland's 
Agricultural Experiment 
Station. ‘‘We're examining 
Maryland agriculture’s present 
situation, and considering how 
recent environmental agree- 
ments, such as the pact to re- 
duce by 40 percent the nitrogen 
entering the Chesapeake Bay, 
impact on agriculture’s con- 
tinued viability.” 

Maryland’s Department of 
State Planning estimates that 
developed land in Maryland 
may triple in the next 50 years. 
This is hardly a new trend, but 
the pace seems to be acceler- 
ating. Between 1973 and 1985, 
acreage for residential use rose 
26.2 percent, while agri- 
cultural/forestry acreage fell 
by 4.7 percent. 

Two University of Maryland- 
College Park professors, Drs. 
William Magette and Herbert 
Brodie, discussed possible air

and water use conflicts arising 
from increased land develop- 
ment. Conflicts over ground- 
water use are more likely in 
counties, such as Queen Anne’s, 
which are witnessing rapid 
development. Magette and 
Brodie encourage long-range 
planning by local jurisdictions 
using accurate water supply 
models. 

The workshop ended with a 
discussion of land-use manage- 
ment and policy led by Norman 
Berg of the American Farm- 
land Trust. This discussion 
focused on a review of federal 
and state farm programs, and 
how they have influenced agri- 
culture’s present position. 

“Development is going to 
happen — it’s already touched 
one million acres in Maryland,”’ 
said Edward Thompson Jr. 
“Our challenge is to manage 
future growth, so we use avail- 
able land in the most efficient 
way while preserving agri- 
culture.” 

Thompson is co-chair of the 
Agriculture, Land and Develop- 
ment Workshop at _ the 
Governor's Conference on the 
Future of Maryland Agri- 
culture. This workshop focused 
on three themes: competing 
uses for agricultural land, the 
effect of current land use 
policies and practices on Mary- 
land agriculture, and the 
human and social impacts of 
development. 

Roland English, director of 
the Comprehensive State Plan- 
ning Office, questioned the 
effectiveness of current land 
management techniques, such 
as county zoning and the pur- 
chase of land preservation 
easements, and reviewed pro- 
jections for future develop- 
ment. ‘‘Our inland cities — such 
as Baltimore and Washington — 
started as farm market 
centers,’’ Thompson said. 
‘‘Now they have spread, 
encroaching on the surrounding 
farmiand."’ 

Maryland’s remaining land 
needs to be developed wisely, 
continued Thompson, chairman 
of Montgomery County's Agri- 
cultural Preservation Advisory 
Board. Why continue building 
large, single-family develop- 
ments when fewer buyers are 
‘“traditional’’ families? With 
good design, attractive higher- 
density developments can fulfill 
the needs of today’s market. 

The workshop also featured 
Dr. John Hutchinson, a project 
director for Carley Capital 
Group. Hutchinson discussed 
how government can help the 
private sector manage in- 
creased land competition. 
‘Better planning is needed to 
determine what land should be 
developed,’’ Thompson said. 
‘For instance, 40 percent of our 
building permits are for dwell- 
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ings not on public sewer — these 
lots must be larger to 
accommodate septic systems.” 

Two University of Maryland 
professors — Drs. William Falk 
and Kurt Finsterbusch 
focused on possible conflicts be- 
tween rural residents and their 
new, urban neighbors. ‘‘Those 
used to the city may not easily 
adapt to tractors rolling at the 
crack of dawn," Thompson 
said. 

“It's not enough to manage 
growth,’’ concluded Thompson. 
‘We also need to strengthen the 
farmers’ economic hand, so 
they can better compete with 
development."’

State FFA Delegates To Consider 
“Name Change”’ At Nat. Convention 


The thousands of blue- 
jacketed high school and col- 
lege students who arrived in 
Kansas City, Mo., Tuesday 
might not be called Future 
Farmers of America when they 
go home on Saturday. 

The reason: Leaders of the 
organization think that in 
rapidly changing rural 
America, the word ‘‘farmers”’ 
has hurt recruiting. Members 
at this year’s annual convention 
are being asked to change the 
group's name, perhaps simply 
to “FFA.” 

And that, FFA leaders say, is 
only the beginning of some of 
the most sweeping decisions 
members have made in FFA's 
60-year history. 

As part of a national re- 
thinking of vocational agri- 
culture programs, FFA mem- 
bers in Kansas City are also 
being asked to consider recruit- 
ing junior high students to its 
high-school and older ranks. 
They'll also consider 17 more 
proposals to update vocational 
proposals. 

About four dozen Kansas edu- 
cators, farm leaders and 
others were scheduled to meet 
at Kansas State University to 
join a national satellite tele- 
conference being called to dis- 
cuss the changes. 

Educators and FFA leaders 
say they're making changes be- 
cause a crisis is brewing. 

FFA’s membership has slid 
20 percent since a mid-1970s 
peak of 507,000. Similar declines 
occurred in high school and col- 
lege vocational agriculture en- 
rollment figures. All have fallen 
sharply compared to the num- 
ber of farm youth and high 
school students in general. 

Plus, fast-changing tech- 
nology is altering the way voca- 
tional courses are being taught. 

The National Research 
Council of the National 
Academy of Sciences recently 
released a report saying that 
more than 90 percent of the 
nation's citizens are unaware of 
agriculture’s importance to the 
U.S. economy. 

Agricultural education and 
supporters such as FFA are 
partly responsible, because 
leaders in high schools and col- 
leges have focused on farm 
production and thus driven 
away farming’s potentially best 
thinkers, the report says. 

The 1980's farm crisis made it 
vital for farm youngsters to 
learn about marketing and 
other skills that high school 
agriculture courses formerly 
skimped on, said Dennis Will, 
vocational arts teacher at the 
Chapman, Kan., high school 
and president of the state's 
vocational agriculture teachers 
association. 

The National Council's report 
proposes specific recommenda- 
tions that range from kinder- 
garten agricultural literacy 
lessons to sweeping changes in 
high school agricultural edu- 
cation. 

The report's conclusions 
might have been fighting words 
just a few years ago, FFA’s 
national secretary said in a 
recent visit to Kansas City, to 
help organize the four-day 
convention that began Novern- 
ber 9. But now, national secre- 
tary Kevin Ochsner says the 
changes will improve the organ- 
ization. 

“FFA has been changing, 
moving beyond cows and plows, 
for years,"’ said Ochsner, who, 
like most national officers for 
the last several years, does not 
plan to farm for a living. He isa 
Colorado State University 
agricultural journalism and 
agri-business major 

The image has not caught up 
with that change,’’ he said 
“When 24,000 of us fill Kansas 
City’s streets, the media still 
comes out to interview ‘farm 
kids.’ *’

The proposal to change the 
name of the Future Farmers of 
America is not without its 
complications, however. 

And that's assuming the pro- 
posal is approved by FFA mem- 


bers, which is a long way froma 
sure bet. 

Discussion of the name 
change is expected to highlight 
the 1988 National FFA Conven- 
tion, this week. It’s not a new 
proposal. FFA officials ‘have 
been chewing on it for several 
years,”’ according to Roy Walls, 
executive director of the Mary- 
land FFA. 

The reason, again, is because 
FFA enrollments across the 
country, like those in ag col- 
leges, have been declining. The 
theory is that, in the wake of the 
late 20th century changes in the 
character of agriculture and 
rural America, the word 
‘farmers’ has dulled interest 
in agricultucal education and 
hurt recruitment. 

One proposal is for the organ- 
ization simply to use its 
familiar designating initials, 
FFA. ‘“‘The idea,’’ Walls 
explained, ‘is to forget what the 
initials stand for and focus, in- 
stead, on what they mean...a 
youth organization involved in 
ag education.”’ 

A similarity could be drawn 
in that regard, Walls noted, 
with 4-H. Most people know 
what the 4-H organization is but 
would have a difficult time, per- 
haps, in reciting what the four 
‘*Hs”’ stand for. 

One of the complications in- 
volved in a name change, Walls 
noted, is that FFA is a feder- 
ally-chartered organization and 
the charter is specific about its 
name. 

The federal alliance offers 


several distinct advantages, 
such as the funding of a national 
program director within the 
federal bureaucracy and care 
would have to be taken, in any 
name change proposal, not to 
“cross swords,’’ Walls noted. 
The name change proposal 
was discussed at some length at 
this year’s Maryland FFA 
leadership conference. 


Bernice Kepple, Farm Editor

Massachusetts “Animal Rights" 
Referendum Is Voted Down 


Maryland Farm Bureau's 
National Affairs Director 
Norman Astle reported early 
yesterday that Farm Bureau's 
opposition to the Massachusetts 
referendum, aimed at regu- 
lating humane practices in 
animal husbandry, was 
successful. 

Unofticial election reports 
show that 70 percent of the 
Massachusetts population voted 
against the initiative, which, if 
approved, would have created a 
five-member ‘‘scientific advis- 
ory board’’ that could establish 
compulsory regulations govern- 
ing the feeding, housing, trans- 
portation and slaughter of farm 
animals. It would also have 
allowed the board to dictate the 
specifications for new or 
remodeled livestock and 
poultry facilities. There was no 
provision in the initiative for 
any farmers to sit on such a 
board. 

If the referendum had re- 
ceived a favorable vote, it was 
expected to put thousands of 
Massachusetts livestock and 
poultry producers out of 
business, and have a national 
impact by setting a dangerous 


precedent in allowing non- 
farmers to establish farming 
practices 

Massachusetts farmers, led 
by the state Farm Bureau, 
formed ‘‘The Committee to 
Save the Family Farm,” and 
began fighting back. Funds re- 
ceived from, not only the 
American fF arm Bureau F eder- 
ation and other state Farm 
Bureaus, but from many indivi- 
duals, agribusinesses and non- 
agricultural firms that have 
some relationship to agri- 
culture, were used to launch an 


ad campaign and develop 
strategies. 

The initiative is now a “dea 
issue,"’ said Astle, adding that jt 
was a very successful cant 
paign and that Farm Bureau is 
‘quite pleased.” 


Corn Harvest 


Nears Completion 


During the week ending 
October 31, harvest of corn and 
soybeans progressed rapidly. 
Topsoil moisture averaged &§ 
percent adequate and 15 per- 
cent short, according to the 
Maryland Agriculture Statistics 
Service. Subsoil moisture was 
60 percent adequate and 40 per- 
cent short. There were 3.6 days 
suitable for field work during 
the week. Pasture conditions 
were 60 percent good and 40 per- 
cent fair. Current hay supplies 
were 80 percent adequate and 20 
percent short. 

Corn for grain had been har 
vested on 85 percent of the acre- 
age. This is 10 percent behind 
last year’s pace but equal to the 
average pace. Soybeans had 
turned color and were shedding 
leaves on virtually all of the 
acreage. Harvest was 50 per- 
cent complete by the week's 
end, 10 percent behind last 
year, but equal to the five-year 
average. Apple harvest was 
progressing at the average pace 
with 95 percent harvested. 

Winter wheat seeding was 75 
percent complete, equal to last 
year at this time and the five 
year average. Barley was 9% 
percent seeded, five percent 
ahead of last year’s pace and 
the average. Rye seeding was 
80 percent complete, compared 
to 8 percent seeded last year 
and historically at this time.

Goats are the topic in the 
latest in a series of single-sheet 
papers turned out by the 
USDA's Office for Small-Scale 
Agriculture. Other papers in 
this series include topics such 
as sheep, mushrooms, foliage 
plants, herbs, wildflowers and 
specialty vegetables. 

‘Since before biblical times, 
goats may have been the most 
useful of domesticated animals, 
producing milk for drinking or 
for cheese, gourmet meat 
(cabrito or chevon), leather, 
and fiber for clothing (cash- 
mere or Angora), not to be con- 
fused with Angora rabbit wool,”’ 
says the department's Cooper- 
ative State Research Service 

Goats are relatively clean 
and make ‘‘fine pets and show 
animals,’’ the report says

“With a flock of 350 to 400 
Spanish does, Bob Buckholz of 
Dripping Springs, Texas, who 
raises goats for meat, annually 
sells their offspring for meat at 
eight months of age for $30 a 
head,"’ the report said.

Committee appointed a number 
of individuals to serve as super- 
visors on Soil Conservation Dis- 
trict Boards. Loring Sparks, 
Upperco, was reappointed to 
the Baltimore County Soil 
Conservation District Board; 
David Thomas, Friendsville, 
was appointed to fill the un- 
expired term of Marvin Kolb on 
the Garrett Soil Conservation 
District Board; and Jimmie 
Miller, Darlington, was 
reappointed to the Harford Soil 
Conservation District Board. 

State Soil Conservation Com- 
mittee (SSCC) met in conjunc- 
tion with a ceremony at the 
Baltimore Rowing and Water 
Resources Center to celebrate 
mapping of the last acre of soil 
in Maryland. Baltimore City 
joined the rest of the state in 
completing the mapping of its 
soil resources with technical 
assistance provided by the 
USDA, Soil Conservation Serv- 
ice (SCS). 

Soil surveys of the state are 
utilized in ‘a wide range of land 
use and natural resource plan- 
ning activities,” noted Rose- 
mary Roswell, Maryland 
Department of Agriculture 
representative. ‘Although his- 
torically, they have been used 
to assist in agricultural produc- 
tion and management, current 
uses of soil surveys are far- 
reaching, such as use to assist 
in determining soil suitability 
for construction, preservation 
of existing resources, and 
protection standards needed for 
sediment control and storm- 
water management,” she con- 
cluded.

Kield Activities 
Slowed Because 
Of Precipitation 


week ending 
November 7, field activities 
were slowed because of 
showers. Topsoil moisture aver- 
aged 95 percent adequate and 
five percent short, according to 
the Maryland Agriculture 
Statistics Service. Subsoil mois- 
ture was 8 percent adequate 
and 15 percent short. There was 
an average of 4.9 days suitable 
for field work during the week 
Pastures were in good condition 
in 80 percent of the state and 20 
percent were in fair condition. 
Currently, hay supplies were 
adequate in 90 percent of the 
state. Ten percent of the state 
was short of hay. 

Corn for grain had been har- 
vested on 90 percent of the acre- 
age. This progress is five per- 
cent behind last year’s pace but 
equal to the average schedule 
The soybean harvest was 65 
percent completed by the end of 
the week. This harvest progress 
is equal to last year, but 10 per- 
cent ahead of the five-year 
average. Apple harvesting was 
virtually completed. 

Small grains were in good 
condition on 90 percent of the 
acreage at week's end and fair 
condition on 10 percent of the 
acreage. Winter wheat seeding 
was 85 percent completed, 
equal to last year at tis ume 
and the five-year average. 
Farmers had seeded 97 percent 
of the barley, slightly ahead of 
last year’s pace and the aver- 
age. Rye seeding was 85 percent 
complete, compared to 90 per- 
cent seeded last year at this 
same time and historically at 
this time

Weather 
Maryland's weather for the 
week ending October 28 was 
cool with showers throughout 
the state. Precipitation aver- 
aged 0.81 inch for the week 
Precipitation received ranged 
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from 0.05 inch at Patuxent to 
1.58 inches at Bel Air. Western 
Maryland averaged 0.43 inch. 
North Central Maryland aver- 
aged 0.72 inch. Southern Mary- 
land, west of the bay, averaged 
0.87 inch and the Eastern Shore 
averaged 1.06 inches. Temper- 
atures for the week averaged 
48.4 degrees, 5.0 degrees below 
the normal of 53.4 degrees. 
Minimum temperatures for the 
week dipped into the mid to 
upper 20s, except in extreme 
Western Maryland, where mini- 
mum temperatures were in the 
mid teens to low 20s. Maximum 
temperatures were mostly in 
the mid 60s 

Maryland's weather for the 
week ending November 4 was 
generally cool with light 
showers, except on the Eastern 
Shore. Precipitation averaged 
0.65 inch. Western Maryland re- 
ceived an average of 0.08 inch. 
North Central Maryland aver- 
aged 0.31 inch. Southern Mary- 
land, west of the bay, averaged 
0.88 inch and the Eastern Shore 
averaged 1.18 inches. 

Temperatures for the week 
averaged 46.0 degrees, 5.1 de- 
grees below the normal of $1.1 
degrees. Minimum temper- 
atures were mostly in the mid 
20s to low 30s, except in extreme 
Western Maryland, where mini- 
mum temperatures were in the 
high teens. Maximum temper- 
atures reached the mid to upper 
40s, except in Extreme Western 
Maryland where maximums 
reached only the low 40s.

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Is There A Yellowstone Lesson 
For Woodland Owners In The South?

Yellowstone Park is many 
miles from southern forestland, 
but its lessons are especially 
important to the south. The 
wildfires that burned over one 
million acres at a cost of more 
than $90 million graphically 
illustrate that there is no such 
thing as an unmanaged forest 
Either foresters manage forest- 
land, or nature does, and as in 
Yellowstone, nature can 
devastate any forest 

More than 55 percent of the 
south is forestland, and more 
than two-thirds of that forest- 
land is owned by private, non- 
industrial landowners. True, 
there is no ‘‘let it burn”’ policy 
for fires on private forestland. 
but without proper forest man- 
agement, any wildfire is a 
potential disaster 
Accumulated debris on the 
forest floor provides the tinder, 


A well-managed forest, on the 
other hand, has a written plan 
to meet the landowner's 
objectives in owning that land, 
whether those objectives are 
primarily recreation, wildlife, 
hunting, or superior timber 
growth. In fact, through 
managing forestland with the 
aid of a professional forester, a 
landowner can realize all his 
objectives, and can help pro 
vide wood products, clean 
water, air, and rich soil 

To “let it be”’ may be to “‘let it 
burn.’ The south’s 209 million 
acres of commercial forestland 
cannot afford to go un- 
managed—forest industry 
needs the resource to continue 
to contribute its multiple 
billions of dollars annually to 
the south’s economy as the

Rules for Estimating Bushels of Grain 

Knowing the amount of grain you have in storage is very 
important in planning your feeding program. Many times a guess 
will bring you up short. The following formulas are pretty 
accurate: 

1) To find bushels of grain or shelled corn in a bin: Multiply 
length by width by depth of grain (all in feet), and multiply by 0.8 
E-xample: Corn bin 20 ft. in length, 4 ft. in width, filled to 6 ft. in 
height with shelled corn. 20'Lx4'Wx6'H x 0.8 = 384 bushels of 
Corn, 

2) To find bushels of shelled corn in a crib of ear corn: 
Multiply the length by width by average depth (all in feet) and 
ther multiply by 0.4. Example: Corn crib 20 ft. irfTé@figth, 4 ft. in 
width, filled with 6 ft. in height of ear corn. 20'Lx4'Wx6'H x 0.4 = 
192 bushels of Shelled Corn. 


3) To find the bushels of grain or shelled corn in a circular 
grain bin: Multiply the radius (‘2 diameter), times the radius, 
times 3.1416, times height, times 0.8. Example: Grain bin with a 
diameter of 20 ft. filled to 10 ft. in height of oats. 10° (‘2 
diameter )x10'x3.1416x10' heightx0.8 = 2,513 bushel of oats. 

To find bushels of shelled corn if stored as ear corn, use 0.4 
instead of 0.8 in the formula. 

Once you have determined the bushels you have stored, you 
should take some random bushel weights to determine the 
tonnage you have on hand. If you can’t do so, the following are 
some average weights per bushels of grains we commonly store. 
Barley (common), 48 lbs; Barley (hull-less), 60 lbs.; Buckwheat, 
50 Ibs.; Corn (dry ear), 70 Ibs.; Corn (shelled), 56 Ibs; Oats, 32 
Ibs; Rye, 56 lbs; Soybeans, 60 lbs; Wheat, 60 lbs.

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Curran Releases Opinion On Right 


To Refuse Life-Sustaining Treatment 


In a 46-page opinion prepared 
at the request of the State Office 
on Aging, Maryland Attorney 
General J. Joseph Curran Jr 
has advised that people who are 
terminally ill or permanently 
unconscious have a right to 
refuse life-sustaining treat- 
ment, including artificially 
supplied food and water. 

‘“‘We conclude that the 
constitutional and common law 
right to refuse (medical) treat- 
ment includes the right to 
refuse artificially administered 
sustenance,’’ Curran wrote to 
Rosalie S. Abrams, director of 
the Office on Aging. 

Confronting what he calls 
‘one of the dilemmas of modern 
medicine,"’ Curran wrote that 
no opinion of the Attorney 
General's office can really ‘go 
to the heart” of difficult life- 
and-<jeath decisions that ‘‘are 
forged out of personal emotions, 
medical and ethical judgments, 
and religious beliefs 

‘What we can do, however, 1s 
to make clear how the law 
affects this most private and 
deeply felt of decisions,’’ 
Curran wrote. 

“Your request for this opinion 
arises out of your concern that 
families, physicians, and 
institutional administrators are 
making decisions against a 
background of legal confusion, 
Curran wrote to Abrams 

“Some believe that ... (Mary- 
land’s) Living Will Law pro- 
hibits the withholding or 
cessation of artificially 
administered sustenance under 
any circumstances. Others 
question whether a ... power of 
attorney (document) is a 
proper means to state a 
person's decision to forgo 
artificially administered 
sustenance. On the question of 
surrogate decision-making, the 
uncertainty is even worse, 
Curran observed 

The Attorney General said 
that an exhaustive review of 
court rulings around the 
country on these issues shows 
that persons who have the 
capacity to decide about their 
medical treatment have the 
legal right to instruct that 
artificially administered 
sustenance — nutrients and 
liquids provided through tubes 
-— not be used if they are 
terminally ill or permanently 
unconscious, a state in which 
“all possible components of 
mental life are absent — all 
thought, feeling, sensations, 
desire, emotion and awareness 
of self or environment...,"’ and 
only ‘‘vegetative functions and 
reflexes”’ remain. 

The Attorney General said 
that the analyses of court 
rulings show ‘“‘that there is no 
difference as a matter of law 
between artificially 
administered sustenance and 
other forms of life-sustaining 
treatment,’’ such as a 
respirator used to keep some- 
one breathing 

People may state their 
decision about artificially 
administered sustenance in a 
so-called ‘“‘living will,”’ a 
legally-recognized document 
detailing a person's desires 
regarding the life-sustaining 
medical treatment they wish to 

approve or forgo when they are 
terminally ill; simply tell the 
attending physician their 
wishes regarding artificially 
administered sustenance; or 
delegate to some other person 
the power to make such a 
decision, Curran wrote in the 
opinion, which also was signed 
by Assistant Attorney General 
Jack Schwartz, Chief Counsel 
for Opinions and Advice, and 
staff attorney Sharon Krevor- 
Weisbaum. 

Even if persons have lost the 
capacity to make a decision 
about artificially supplied 


sustenance and failed to make 
their wishes known earlier, they 
have not lost the legal right to 
have someone else either a 
legally appointed guardian or a 
close family member acting as 
a ‘“surrogate’’ make such a 
decision for them, basing it 
either on a knowledge of what 
the disabled person would want 
done under the circumstances, 
or in the case of terminally ill 
patients, on the basis of what is 
in the best interest of the 
disabled person, the Attorney 
General said 

If a terminally ill person is 
unable to decide personally 
about life-sustaining treatment 
and did not make a decision 
previously (and if there is no 
guardian), a close family mem- 
ber may decide to end treat- 
ment, the Attorney General 
concluded, provided that all 
close family members and the 
attending physicians agree with 
that decision. “If a terminally 
ill patient is forced to endure 
the burdens of unwanted treat- 
ment and a prolonged dying 
process while awaiting a court 
decision,"’ Curran wrote, ‘‘the 
person's rights will have been 
defeated in practice even if 
upheld eventually.” 

However, if a disabled person 
is permanently unconscious but 
not terminally ili, the decision 
of a guardian or family to end 
artificially administered 
sustenance must be approved 
by a court, Curran wrote 

Curran questioned court 
rulings in some other states that 
have allowed family members 
to authorize on their own the 
withholding of life-sustaining 
treatment for permanently 
unconscious but not terminally 
ill patients. ‘We have serious 
reservations about the rea- 
soning of decisions that allow 
families to decide, without 
approval, to end 
artificially administered 
sustenance for a patient whose 
death might otherwise be 
averted indefinitely,”’ Curran 
wrote 

Curran futher emphasized 
that the opinion does not 
sanction surrogate decisions to 
end life-sustaining treatment of 
the retarded or people with 
mental illness who are not 
terminally il!, and he warned 
against ‘“‘unwarranted exten- 
sion of this opinion to situations 
that it does not address.”’ 

Curran pointed out aspects of 
current Maryland laws that 
need clarification. He said that 
several provisions of 
Maryland's Living Will Law, 
passed by the General 
Assembly in 1985, must be 

harmonize(d)'’ when applied 
to decisions about artificially 
supplied nutrients. A provision 
preventing the ‘denial of food 
(and) water’ means that a 
living will calling only 
generally for the withholding of 
‘life-sustaining procedures” 
may not be used to stop 
artificially supplied nutrients 
However, the law also 
recognizes ‘‘the fundamental 
right of competent adults...to 
contro! decisions relating to the 
rendering of their medical care 
and treatment."’ Consequently, 
the living will statute recog- 
nizes the right of a person to 
refuse the insertion or 
continued use of a feeding tube 
and to ‘‘expressly’’ reject that 
form of treatment in a living 
will, Curran wrote 

Curran also noted that the 
Maryland law which authorizes 
the creation of a ‘durable 
power of attorney,”’ a legal 
document that gives someone 
the power to act on another's 
behalf when that person is 
incapacitated, also allows this 
procedure to be used to appoint 
a surrogate for making health 
care decisions. But he said that

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the law fails to spell out 
“important safeguards,’’ such 
as the formalities that must be 
followed in using this power, 
and he urges the General 
Assembly to consider passing 
legislation that will close the 
gap in the law 

Curran wrote that while 
Maryland's Nursing Home 
Patient's Bill of Rights gives 
nursing home residents the 
right to refuse medication or 
treatment, this law by itself 
‘does not authorize a surrogate 
to refuse treatment on behalf of 
(a) patient.’ Surrogate 
decision-making for nursing 
home residents, Curran pointed 
out, is the same as for hospital 
patients. 

In addition, even if a nursing 
home or a hospital has a policy 
that ‘‘disallows’’ a patient's 
decision to forgo treatment, 
nursing homes and hospitals 
cannot transfer or discharge a 
patient involuntarily just 
because the patient or an 
authorized surrogate refuses 
artificially administered 
sustenance, Curran wrote. The 
Attorney General said his 
opinion does not deal with the 
question of whether an institu- 
tion that has a religiously based 
policy of disallowing the refusal 
of artificially supplied 
sustenance has the right under 
the Constitution's freedom of 
religion guarantee to discharge 
a patient who wishes to forgo 
nourishment. 

The Attorney General also 
said that while federal and state 
regulations require nursing 
homes and hospitals to meet the 
nutritional needs of their 
patients, nothing in those 
regulations requires the 
administration of artificial 
sustenance when a patient or 
the patient’s surrogate has 
refused it.

Highway Administrator Responds 


To Rt. 219 Four-Lane Proposal 


The State Highway 
Administration agrees that now 
is the time to begin a study and 
an evaluation program to 
determine a Route 219 four-lane 
corridor from Route 48 at 
Keyser’s Ridge to Oakland.

The 
airport is our most effective tool 
to stimulate economic growth in 
Garrett County.” 

Gregg noted that a definite 
answer should be received 
within the next month. Another 
consideration is whether the 
project can be completed at one 
time, or whether funding may 
cause it to be phased in. 

The next step for the 
commissioners is to submit a 
pre-application and design, and 
also to conduct an environ- 
mental impact study. 

Theodore Mathison, State 
Administrator for Aviation, 
indicated that the state would 
provide assistance in compiling 
the information within 30 days. 

The $3.3 million proposed 
project includes extending the 
runway from 2,500 feet to 4,300 
feet, paving the way for a 
possible commuter service. 

The commissioners also met 
with Jacqueline Rogers, State 
Secretary of Housing and 
Community Development, 
yesterday regarding the 
decision to turn down grant 
funds for the renovation of the 
Center Street School. 

The board questioned Rogers 
about why the project was not 
selected, and explored the 
availabilities of other state 
funds which could be obtained 
to get the project underway, 

The commissioners held a 
public hearing Tuesday con- 
cerning a road system which is 
being considered for inclusion 
in the Garrett County Roads 
system. 

The roads are located in the 
Pleasant Hills Estates area. 
One inspection of the system 
was held, and several questions 
were raised about the specifi- 
cations. The commissioners 
then instructed the Garrett 
County Roads Department to 
conduct a second inspection, 
and the public record was held 
over for an additional two 
weeks. 


Bd. Of Ed. Schedules Meeting With 
Commissioners On SHS Project 


The Garrett County Board of 
Education made a positive step 
in the lengthy decision-making 
process concerning the renova- 
tion project of Southern High 
School at their regular monthly 
meeting last Thursday 

Board members voted 
unanimously to meet once more 
with the Board of Garrett Coun- 
ty Commissioners to again re- 
quest full funding of the project, 
with bonds probably being sold 
in the county to underwrite the 
costs. 

Superintendent of Garrett 
County Schools Dr. Jerome 
Ryscavage noted that one pro- 
blem with this option is that 
“two of the three commis- 
sioners are opposed to doing 
this at this time. Should they, 
however, change their position, 
enabling legislation would have 
to be introduced in the General 
Assembly this coming year.”’ 

If the proposal were approved 
by the commissioners, the 
presently designed project 
could proceed to the next plan- 
ning step, with construction 
funds possibly being made 
available in July of 1990 

The board voted as a second 
choice to request that the com- 
missioners ask the state delega- 
tion to introduce enabling 
legislation in the upcoming 
General Assembly to conduct a 
special election in the spring of 
1989 asking county voters 
whether or not they would ap- 
prove of Garrett County selling 
bonds for capital improvement 
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purposes 

Ryscavage noted that the pro- 
blems with this option would in- 
clude the cost for the special 
election and the risk of losing. 

If this second option were ap- 
proved, the project could also 
proceed to the next planning 
step, and if planning moves 
quickly, construction funds 
could possibly be made avail- 
able by July of 1990. 

The board also voted 
unanimously to refuse to accept 
partial funding for the project. 
Board member Charles Teets 
said, ‘There is a difference in 
prettying up the school and 
creating a good learning facili- 
ty. The project is not just a face- 
lift. | want to see the program 
enhanced, and the project needs 
to go forward with that concept 
in mind. We don’t want just a 
pretty building.”’ 

Ryscavage began the discus- 
sion by presenting the four op- 
tions which were discussed by 
the board at last month's 
meeting. He said, ‘I am hopeful 
that a decision can be made by 
the November meeting which 
will move the project from the 
present position which is dead- 
in-the-water. Although this lat- 
ter staternent sounds as though 
nothing is happening, I believe 
that you know we have been 
working with our architect and 
county and state officials to 
move the project to fruition." 

Ryscavage went on, ‘I do not 
believe that anyone has taken

John Gould, Professor of 
Business and Economics and 
co-coordinator of the Small 
Business Development Center 
(SBDC) at Garrett Community 
College (GCC), gave an update 
on the SBDC to board members 
Professor Marci McClive, 
Frostburg State University, is 
also a coordinator of the SBDC 

Could said that the SBDC now 
has about thirty clients who are 
interested in expanding an ex- 
isting business or who would 
like to begin a new business. He 
said that the types of businesses 
they are consulting with range 
from construction to pizza

Gould explained that he has 
put together a “loan proposal 
booklet that explains the basics 
of beginning a new business: 


from making a loan application 
to income statements to a 


marketing plan 

“We are also developing a 
library,”’ he continued. “We 
have to be selective as we have 
a limited budget, but we have 
books on how to start a business 
and how to buy an existing 
business.” 

President Stephen Herman 
said that the SBDC “is very 
timely, and is one of the only 
SBDC's in Maryland that ac- 
tually has an office."’ He also 
thanked the Garrett County 
Commissioners for their sup- 
port of the project 

Board members discussed a 
new Senate Bill that calls for 
restructuring of higher educa- 
tion in Maryland. The 
legislature is requiring colleges 
to redefine the mission state- 
ment. 

President Herman said that 
the mission statement should 
include goal and objective 
statements 

‘In effect, this is an account- 
ability statement. It will state 
how colleges expect to meet 
goals and objective statements, 
so we can measure whether, in 
fact, we are meeting goals,” 
Herman explained 

GCC will be conducting a 
community assessment survey 
President Herman said that the 
Survey is an attempt to 
measure the community's 
evaluation of the 
Volunteers at the college will do 
random telephone surveys of 
Garrett County residents and 
nearby West Virginia residents 
The survey will cover about 700 
people. Herman said that 
volunteers will also speak with 
students at the high schools and

“The surveys will measure 
community attitudes and to see 
what the community perceives 
its needs to be.

There is word from the Garrett County Commis- 
sioners’ office this week that funding for the 
expansion of the Garrett County Airport is all but ‘‘in 
the bag,"’ even though the formal announcement and 
final details of the funding will not be released until 
next month. Apparently the Federal Aviation 
Administration has finally been convinced that such 
a project is not only warranted but also important to 
the future of Garrett County. 

According to the latest economic development 
figures for Garrett County, the takeoffs and landings 
at the county airport are expected to nearly double 
in the next 10 years. In the past the FAA rejected the 
expansion project because they said there were too 
few takeoffs and landings at the airport. Of course, 
one of the reasons there have been too few is that the 
runway is not large enough to accommodate the 
pilots of larger planes and corporate jets who would 
like to use the airport. 

Another figure which undoubtedly impressed 
the FAA was that of traveler spending in Garrett 
County which was approximately $18 million in 1980, 
compared to $42 million in 1986. Not only will the 
tourism segment of our economy receive a boost 
from the airport expansion, but also the industrial 
segment, as the county now has three industrial 
parks. 

Who can guess how much industry, how many 
major conventions and meetings, how much 
business Garrett County has lost over the years 
simply because we don’t have an adequate airport? 

We commend the county commissioners and 
Tom Jones of the development office for their perse- 
verance on this matter with the FFA. Now, if the 
commissioners could spearhead a similar break- 
through for the renovation of Southern High School, 
we would really be happy.

the position that this project is 
not needed. The very high use of 
this facility over the 36 years of 
its existence has taken a toll on 
the physical structure as 
witnessed by the condition of 
things like windows, floors, rest 
rooms, lockers and the over-all 
wear and tear on a building of 
this age. 

“From the perspective of 
educational programming, the 
building does not measure up to 
what can be normally expected 
for a comprehensive high 
school. This point was made as 
recently as March, 1988, when 
the Middle States Association 
reported their evaluation of 
Southern High School in that 
this report was replete with 
numerous recommendations 
relative to program im- 
provements which were depen- 
dent upon physical changes in 
the building. 

“Even more recent are two 
occurrences within the last two 
weeks which further 
demonstrate the need to move 
on with this project as soon as 
possible. Only last week we had 
to close Room 218 at Southern 
High School because it was 
found to have asbestos present 
as a result of a roof leak — this 
same type roof is found in a ma- 
jor part of the building. Second- 
ly, on a recent visit to the coun- 
ty from State Special Education 
officials we were told that thev 
have had ‘great concern’ over 
our facilities for severe and pro- 
foundly handicapped children 
at Southern High School.”’ 

Ryscavage went on to note 
the position of the county com- 
missioners. He said, ‘‘Although 
the over-all need is without 
doubt, the major question rais- 
ed by two of the three county 
commissioners, who really hold 
the future of this project in their 
hands, is one of degree. To wit, 
do we need to do the project as it 
has been developed by the ar- 
chitect with active involvement 
by the faculty and staff at 
Southern High School’ In other 
words, why can't the project be 
done with the amount of funding 
generated by the state tormuia 
for public school construction” 

“In my view, the answer to 
this question is two-fold. One, 
the state formula for renovating 
a facility is just that- a formula 
that does not take into con- 
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sideration the unique nature of 
individual facilities and the 
educational programs operated 
within them. It is, therefore, 
primarily a way of equitably 
allocating funds for this pur- 
pose over 24 local education 
agencies in this state — nothing 
more and nothing less. 

“Second, and of most impor- 
tance in my view, is that the 
faculty and staff at Southern 
High School (those individuals 
most qualified to judge the 
needs of this school) have made 
a crucial contribution to the 
present design. It is illogical to 
have the needs identified by the 
group warped by the dictates of 
a formula or arbitrary decision 
made outside the planning pro 
cess involved in this project. 

“Lastly, I want to reiterate 
the need to take action as soon 
as possible. In recent conversa- 
tions which I have had with both 
Dr. Yal Stenzler, executive 
director of the Public School 
Construction Program, and Dr. 
Joseph Shilling, state super- 
intendent and chair of the 
Interagency Committee for 
Public School Construction, I 
was told essentially that we 
should not let this project 
languish. The consequence, 
should this happen, is that this 
project will become lost in the 
pool of projects presently in line 
for funding.” 

Board member Anna Mary 
Fratz said, ‘We must go in with 
the commissioners, have a 
work session, and don’t come 
out until we come up with 
something. There is no way 
we're going to do it without 
them. They're our benefactors, 
and we need them to work with 


us.” 

Ryscavage said, ‘My only in- 
tent is to get that project at 
Southern High School done and 
done right.”’ 

Board members will meet 
with the Garrett County Com- 
missioners on Tuesday, 
November 22, in executive ses- 
sion, to present their proposal. 

Another item on the agenda 
for Thursday's meeting was a 
report on the Garrett County 
Needs Assessment Report by 
Albert Ringer, Assistant 
Superintendent of Curriculum 
and Instruction. 

The report was compiled by a 
25-member steering committee 
consisting of school ad- 
ministrators, teachers, parents, 
and county citizens. The com- 
mittee was organized to ascer- 
tain the direction of the Garrett 
County public schools from now 
until the turn of the century. 

The group met and selected 
as its needs assessment for- 
mat the National Study of 
School Evaluation materials, 
including the Elementary 
School, Middle/Junior High 
School, and the Secondary/High 
School Evaluative Criteria. 
Since the secondary schools 
were involved in the formal 
evaluation by Middle States us- 
ing these materials, this needs 
assessment was primarily 
designated for the elementary 
and middle schools. 

During the 1987-88 school 
year, the elementary and mid- 
die schoo! staffs did a self-study 
as outlined by the materials. 
The steering committee then 
organized in groups of four or 
five and visited each of the 
schools to determine if the self- 
study was valid, and if any addi- 
tional needs appeared since the 
study was made. 

The committee produced a 
booklet which listed the short, 
medium, and long-range needs 
of each individual school, divid- 
ed into the categories: buildings 
and grounds, instructional pro- 
grams, instructional services, 
personnel, and other, including 
inservice education, safety, and 
transportation. 

The study also included a sec- 
tion on Yoder School, noting the 
pros and cons of closing the 
school. The committee noted 
that, if the school remains open, 
several needs must have im- 
mediate attention, including a 
kindergarten, open enrollment 
policy, an additional teacher, 
and renovation so that it meets 
the Fire Marshal's regulation.

The Great American Smokeout 


The Great American Smokeout is held each year on the 
Thursday before Thanksgiving. This year’s date is Thursday 
November 17. The event, now 12 years old, is sponsored by the 
American Cancer Society, but thousands of other organizations, 
businesses, schools, and hospitals, in addition to millions of 
individuals, join the nationwide effort 

The Smokeout is an upbeat, good-natured effort to encourage 
smokers to give up cigarettes for 24 hours. It focuses supportive 
attention on cigarette smokers from coast to coast, and 
nonsmokers join in the fun, helping therm to quit for the day. 

The goal of the 1988 Great American Smokeout is to get at 
least one in every five smokers to give up cigarettes from 
midnight to midnight on Thursday, November 17. Anyone getting 
a late start on Thursday can extend the 24-hour period as long as 
necessary past the midnight deadline to get in a full day. It's 
great when smokers can prove to themselves that they can reach 
the goal of 24 hours of abstinence. 

The Smokeout is celebrated in a variety of ways in the 
American Cancer Society's 57 Divisions and more than 3000 Units 
across the country. National programs, such as ‘‘Adopt-A- 
Smoker,"’ will be used in most Units, and actor Larry Hagman, 
National Chairman of Smokeout ‘88, demonstrates his 
commitment to the nonsmoking cause by returning to head up the 
event for the eighth consecutive year. Local programs will 
include balloon releases, rallies and parades 

1988 marks the Great American Smokeout's twelfth year as 
an annua! nationwide celebration. The first mass movement by 
smokers to give up cigarettes was led by Lynn R. Smith, editor of 
the Monticello Times (Minn.) in 1974. Smith's idea, called 
“D-Day” (for “Don’t Smoke’’), quickly spread throughout 
Minnesota. In 1976, it skipped west, to California, where it became 
known as the Great American Smokeout. In 1977, the Smokeout 
was observed for the first time nationwide. 

Smokeout 1987 reached new highs for participation in the day- 
long event. More than 19.5 million — or 39.1%, — of the nation's 50 
million smokers tried to kick the habit for the day. The success of 
the Smokeout and other antismoking efforts is reflected in the 
decrease in the number of srnokers. Smokeout °86 statistics were 
based on 54.5 million smokers, and last year the more realistic 
figure of 50 million was used. 

For Smokeout 1988, smokers are urged to ‘‘Take a Breather."’ 
This helpful suggestion is offered to smokers on everything from 
T-shirts to payroll stuffers. In addition to the familiar programs 
such as quit-smoking clinics, ‘‘Cold Turkey” luncheons and *‘Run 
your Butts off’’ races, there is a humorous new GAS postcard, a 
novel ‘I'm a Born Nonsmoker"’ baby T-shirt and two brand new 
buttons. One button reads: ‘‘Nonsmoker in progress, please be 
patient;’’ the other — with a Teddy Bear logo — says: ‘I've quit 
smoking. Please bear with me.” 

In only twelve years, the idea of taking a day off from 
smoking has spread to other countries, such as Canada, Great 
Britain, Ireland, France, Australia, South Africa, Norway, 
Finland and Sweden. Although names and dates vary in other 
countries, there are increasing signs that nonsmoking efforts are 
growing in other countries. Last year the World Health 
Organization announced an increase in its budget for anti- 
smoking efforts in third world nations, and governments in 
countries like Cuba are backing nonsmoking education programs. 


If the school is closed, the 
committee noted that provi- 
sions must be made for the cur- 
rent students enrolled, for the 
current staff, and for the 
dissemination of its books and 
equipment.

Sanitary Board 


Among the items of discus- 
sion at the November 15 
meeting of the Garrett County 
Sanitary Commission were 
matters concerning the Crellin, 
Upper Youghiogheny, Mtn.

Lake facilities. 

Crellin 

The Maryland Environmen- 
tal Protection Agency has given 
the commission permission to 
proceed with construction on 
the Crellin Sewer project. The 
grant for the project is being 
amended because project bids 
came in too high. 

Sanitary District Ad- 
ministrator Wendell Beitzel 
reported that the notice to pro- 
ceed will be given to the con- 
tractor, Ferri Contracting Co. 
Inc., on or before January 1. 
Morgan France will provide the 
engineering services . 

Upper Yough 

Beitzel reported that the 
Trout Run treatment facility is 
still far behind schedule 
because of the construction pro- 
blerns involving the ultraviolet 
lighting system, the gabion 
stone, and the HCR release 
valves. 

Because the project has not 
been completed within the con- 
tracted time, the contractor is 
subject to liquidated damages 
for failing to complete the pro- 
ject on time. The contractor has 
requested additional time, 
noting that the reasons for the 
delay were beyond his control.

This year, Rick and Diane

The Southern High Rams con- 
cluded their second straight 
regular undefeated season Fri- 
day night with an easy 474) vic- 
tory over their cross-county 
rival, the Northern Huskies. It 
was the tenth win in a row for 
Coach Tom Woods’ veteran 
squad, which moves into state 
playoff action this Saturday 
afternoon, while Coach Tom 
Vent’s young team concluded 
with a 3-7 mark 

A combination of injuries, in- 
cluding some from an 
automobile mishap Friday 
afternoon, plus low academic 
grades by some other key 
players reduced the Northern 
team to just 18 players for Fri- 
day night’s contest. Two of 
Vent’s top starters this year, 
Blair Bittinger and Gerry 
Durst, were involved in the auto 
mishap and, while neither was 
seriously injured, neither was 
able to play Friday night 
Ironically, the accident occur- 
red when the pair was return- 
ing to Northern to pick up a 
forgotten football helmet. 

The Rams’ first team unit 
wasted little time in putting 
points on the board and then 
turned the game over to the se- 
cond and third teams im Un 
third quarter to complete the 
contest 

Senior tailback Brent 
Sanders, who has already shat- 
tered some Southern offensive 
records and is likely to break 
more during the playoffs, rush- 
ed for 99 yards on just 10 carries 
and two quarters of action 
against the Huskies. His season 
total presently stands at 1,668 
vards on 230 carries, plus he has

Furnace Check 
Time Is Now 


Preparations for winter have 


become routine for most of us 
We know to make sure the car 
has adequate antifreeze, the 
topcoat must be cleaned and the 
bank account must be in good 
order to withstand the assault of 
holiday season buying 

Ensuring that your furnace is 
ready and able to keep you and 
your family warm and safe 
through those bone-chilling 
nights should also be a priority, 
says Frank J. Bigler, manager 
for Columbia Gas 

“The time to have your 
furnace checked is now, before 
the wintry weather really sets 
in,’ Bigler said. “You don't 
want to wait for sub-zero 
temperatures to learn you have 
a furnace problem.” 

Furnace owners should not 
rely solely on their own 
judgment to decide if their 
furnace is operating properly, 
Bigler pointed out. 

“To get maximum efficiency 
from your gas furnace 
including today’s sophisticated 
gas heating equipment 
regular inspection and service 


by a gas heating professional is 
necessary.” 

During an inspection, a heat- 
ing professional will look at a 
variety of critical furnace 
check points such as belts, 
motors, and the furnace vent 
system or chimney, said Bigler. 

There also are several items 
the homeowner can check to 
assure the furnace is operating 
in an efficient and safe manner. 
They include 

*Look for signs of water 
dripping from the flue pipe or 
any signs of corrosion ( white or 
rust substance at the pipe 
joints). If signs of water 
dripping or corrosion are 
evident, call an installing 
contractor, 

*Inspect all flue connections 
and elbows to ensure they are 
firmly fitted. Make sure there 
are no cracks or openings 
around the flue pipe going into 
the chimney. If you find heavy 
rust, particularly on the bottom 
of the flue pipe or around the 
vent pipe joints, there may be 
excessive condensation inside 
the flue. This can pose a 
potentially unsafe condition and 
should be brought to the 
attention of a gas heating pro- 
fessional as soon as possible 

‘Furnaces, like cars, require 


periodic maintenance to assure 
their continued efficient and 
safe performance,”’ said Bigler.

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Delegates Vote To Change Name, 
Improve Image For “National FFA”’ 


Over 23,000 youth, all wearing 
blue FFA" jackets, were wel- 
comed to Kansas City, Mis- 
souri, last week for the 6lst 
National FFA Convention. The 
agriculture students are truly 
welcomed by Kansas City 
businesses, many who offer dis- 
counts to those wearing FFA 
jackets, and by the American 
Royal Livestock Show, one of 
the oldest continuing livestock 
shows in the nation, which 
allowed FFA members in 
official dress free entry. 

The convention is not just a 
vacation for FFA members — a 
few days out of school. It is 
much, much more. To most who 
attend, it is the achievement of 
a goal, probably a goal they set 
for themselves upon joining 
FFA as a freshman. To a few 
fortunate others, it is an award 
They are either attending as a 
regional delegate, a state dele- 
gate, a contestant in one of the 
national competitions, or the 
recipient of a national degree 

Perhaps one of the most 
important iterns of business 
undertaken by state delegates 
at the convention this year was 
an effort to update FFA's 
image. Not since 1969, when 
delegates voted to accent 


fernale members, has FFA 
debated significant constitu- 
tional change 

At the 6lst convention, 19 
amendments were presented to 
the delegates, 18 of which were 
overwhelmingly passed in- 
cluding an amendment to 
change the organization's 
name. Known since its concep- 
tion as “Future Farmers of 
America,’ the national agri- 
cultural group will now be 
known as ‘‘National FFA 
Organization.” 

This name change was con- 
sidered in an effort to improve 
recruiting, as the organization's 
leaders think that in rapidly 
changing rural America, the 
word “farmers” no longer des- 
cribes the majority of students 
taking an agricultural edu- 
cation. 

Darla Broadwater, of the 
North Garrett Chapter in Gar- 
rett County, a state officer, and 
one of Maryland's two official 
delegates to the convention, 
said the Maryland vote was in 
favor of the change. ‘‘The name 
of the Maryland charter is 
‘Maryland FFA Corporation’ 
with the stipulation that either 
FFA or Future Farmers of 
America can be used, so we did-

n't see it posing a national prob- 
lem either,’’ Broadwater said. 

Another amendment which 
passed will change the course 
name from ‘‘vocational agri- 
culture’’ to ‘agricultural edu- 
cation."" Other amendments 
will change the words ‘‘super- 
vised occupational experience 
programs’ to ‘‘supervised 
agricultural experience 
programs"; remove the word 
“farmer” from degree names 
and insert FFA‘; and on the 
emblem, change the words ‘‘vo- 
cational agriculture” to ‘‘agri- 
cultural education.” 

Amendments were also 
passed that require chapter 
FFA degree candidates to have 
at least 180 hours of instruction, 
at least $150 earned and 
invested or at least 45 hours in 
excess of scheduled class time, 
and plans for continued growth 
in a supervised agricultural! 
experience program; increase 
the dollar amount for state FFA 
degree candidates from $500 to 
$1,000 and reduce the number of 
work hours required from 600 to 
300; abolish the state FFA 
degree quota system and allow 
states to determine how many 
degrees to award; allow Ameri- 
can FFA Degree candidates to 
qualify based on a combination 
dollar/hour criteria as allowed 
for the chapter and state 
degrees: and change the num- 
ber of American FFA Degree 
Candidates a state can submit 
beyond their quota to 10 frorn 
five. 

Another important amend- 
ment which passed will expand 
the definition of secondary agri- 
cultural education programs to 
include grades seven to 12, 
allowing the formation of junior 
chapters. Delegate Broadwater 
said there are already two 
successful examples of this in 
Maryland — junior chapters at 
Harford Middle School and 
Ridgeview Middle School. 

According to Region I Dele- 
gate Mike Kepple, who also 
attended the convention, one of 
the most interesting features 
was the National Agricultural 
Career Show. On display 
throughout the five days of the 
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convention were 192 edu- 
cational and promotional dis- 
plays with a diversity of 
exhibitors, from major univer- 
sities to a whole list of 
businesses which are National 
FFA Foundation sponsors. 

Over the years, the show has 
become a highly popular 
convention activity. FFA mem- 
bers are able to take advantage 
of the many booths to learn 
more about agricultural oppor- 
tunities. The Career Show also 
includes the Hall of States, 
where each state association 
could set up a booth for those 
interested to find out more 
about FFA in other parts of the 
country. 

Those attending the conven- 
tion also had the opportunity to 
hear a number of guest 
speakers and performers, 
including: 1988 Miss America 
Gretchen Carlson: Denis 
Waitley; Ron Wilson, Com- 
mittee on Agricultural Educa- 
tion in Secondary Schools; 
Kevin Davis and Tom Schlesin- 
ger, members of the 1988 USA 
Men's Olympic Gymnastics 
Team; John Block, former U.S. 
Secretary of Agriculture; 
Lowell Catlett; Dr. Ear! Butz;

Farm Lender 
Reports Increase 
In Earnings 


The Farm Credit System and 
its Baltimore district office both 
reported higher third-quarter 
earnings this week. 

On a national level, the Farm 
Credit System announced that it 
earned $98 million during the 
three-month period that ended 
September 30, up from $4 mil- 
lion in the same part of last 
year. 

The Farm Credit Bank of 
Baltimore, the national cooper- 
ative’s mid-Atlantic lender, 
posted net income of $7.3 mil- 
lion for the quarter. In the same 
part of last year, the office had 
net income of $1.5 million. The 
Baltimore bank serves agri- 
culture customers in Maryland, 
Virginia, West Virginia, Penn- 
sylvania, Delaware and Puerto 
Rico. It is Maryland's largest 
farm lender. 

The district's net earnings for 
the first nine months of the year 
rose to $33 million, compared to 
$5.5 million in the correspond- 
ing part of last year. 

“We are pleased with the 
growth in loan volume, which 
came in the midst of a drought 
reaching record proportions,”’ 
Gene L. Swackhamer, presi- 
dent of the Baltimore bank, said 
in a prepared statement. 

“This demonstrates the 
strength and viability of mid- 
Atlantic farmers even during 
adverse weather conditions.”’ 

The Baltimore district 
reported a decrease in 
delinquencies on real estate 
farm loans from 4.9 percent to 
3.4 percent during the first nine 


months of the year. Delinquen- 
cies for shdrt’ and ‘inter- 


mediate-term loans decreased 
slightly during the period. 


The Farm Credit System said 
the latest quarter included an 
$81 million extraordinary

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Biotechnology And Aquaculture 


Could Change Maryland Farming 


Biotechnology, or genetic 
engineering, offers potential 
benefits for both farmers and 
consumers, according to Dr. 
Darrell L. Hueth, chairperson 
for agricultural and resource 
economics at the University of 
Maryland. 

Likewise, aquaculture — or 
water farming — in existing 
farm ponds is an alternative 
enterprise that offers the possi- 
bility of added income for 
Maryland farmers and a reli- 
able supply of seafood products 
for the general public. 

Both biotechnology and aqua- 
culture were on the agenda dur- 
ing a morning workshop on 
agricultural production as the 
first-ever Governor's Con- 
ference on the Future of Mary- 
land Agriculture got underway 
Thursday (November 10) for a 
two-day run at the Omni Hotel 
in Baltimore. 

Dr. Hueth noted that biotech- 
nology promises to help in- 
crease productivity of crops 
and animals, improve the 
quality and safety of food 
products, and reduce environ- 
mental risks. 

It may also spur the move- 
ment toward fewer and larger 
farms, with = farmers 
* . oo # 
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accounting for the bulk of Mary- 
land's agricultural output. 

But Maryland is fortunate, 
Hueth observed, in having 
greater off-farm employment 
opportunities than many states 
with large farm sectors. Thus, 
retraining of persons who leave 
agriculture would not be as 
much of a problem in Maryland 
as in many other states. 

Making the presentation on 
aquaculture were Dr. Ivar E. 
Strand, Jr., a professor of agri- 
cultural and resource eco- 
nomics at the University of 
Maryland, and Douglas Lipton, 
a marine economics specialist 
at Maryland. 

They noted that hybrid 
striped bass production is a 
promising aquacultural product 
in Maryland. 

But they expressed concern 
about profit margins if wild 
bass populations rebound in the 
Atlantic Ocean and Chesapeake 
Bay — or if fish farmers in the 
south should decide to shift 
from catfish to striped bass pro- 
duction.

tion, horticulture, conservation, 
and Maryland agriculture and 
food products at their own pace 
in such diverse locations as 
libraries and shopping malls. 

‘Interactive video holds 
great promise as a public infor- 
mation delivery system for 
Maryland citizens,"’ said Dr. 
Craig S. Oliver, director of The 
University of Maryland 
Cooperative Extension Service. 
“For example, it can provide a 
directory of Extension state 
services and county programs 
as well as pertinent research- 
based information from the 
University. While increasing 
the availability of Extension 
assistance to the Maryland 
community, it may reduce 
routine telephone requests to 
county offices. Touch Video 
users can get answers to their 
questions both on the screen 
and on paper to take home.” 

Housed in public service 
kiosks that can be stationed 
permanently at selected lo 
cations or moved for special 
events, interactive video 
systems present information 
using narration, music, still and 
motion photography, graphics, 
and text. Users can make 
choices and have questions 
answered by simply touching 
the screen. An attached printer 
allows them to print out the 
answers. 

The kiosk which was on 
display at the Governor’s Con- 
ference is one of several proto- 
types being evaluated, It is

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Land Prices Are Major Block 


For Maryland Farmers To Compete 


How well do Maryland 
farmers compete with their 
counterparts throughout the 
United States? Quite well, 
according to a study conducted 
by Dr. Bruce L. Gardner, pro- 
fessor of agricultural and re- 
source economics at the Uni- 
versity of Maryland. 

The study shows that, despite 
the inroads made by urban 
growth, Maryland farmers 
today account for a larger share 
of total U.S. farm income than 
their fathers did in 1950. 

Dr. Gardner presented re- 
sults of his study at a morning 
workshop as the first-ever 
Governor’s Conference on the 
Future of Maryland Agriculture 
got underway Thursday (No- 
vernber 10) for a two-day run at 
the Omni Hotel in Baltimore. 

Gardner noted that the down- 
ward trend in farm numbers 
has been less severe in Mary- 
land than in the nation as a 
whole, and the state now claims 
a larger fraction of U.S. farms 
than at any time since World 
War II. 

Surprisingly, farm labor 

wages in Maryland have not 
risen faster during the past 35 
years than in other parts of the 
country. 
But booming land prices are 
the major economic factor 
making it difficult for Maryland 
farmers to compete with their 
counterparts in other regions of 
the United States. 

In 1950, Maryland farmland 
sold for a little more than twice 
the U.S. average price per acre. 
But Maryland farmland is now 
valued at more than three times 
the national average. The sharp 
decline in farmland prices else- 
where — including the Midwest 
— during the early 1980s 
was hardly noticed on the Mary- 
land farm real estate scene. 

High land prices mean high 
costs for producing many kinds 
of agricultural products. But 
certain kinds of goods and ser- 
vices can still be produced if 
there is a strong local demand, 
even though they are costly to 
transport. 

Included in this category are 
golf courses, recreational horse 
and hunting operations, land- 
scaping, and nursery and 

products

Goldstein Says 
Farmers Need 
Bill Of Rights 


Maryland State Comptroller 
Louis L. Goldstein told the 
Governor's Conference on Agri- 
culture, meeting in Baltimore 
November 10, that it is about 
time for a bill of rights for 
America’s farmers. 

The comptroller noted that, 
since 1950, Maryland has lost 
about two million acres of farm- 
land, almost one-half of what 
was being farmed at that time. 
“At the same time, our popula- 
tion has doubled. In other 
wofds, for every new citizen 
we've added to our roster of 
residents, we've said goodbye 
to an acre of farmland,”’ he 
said. 

Goldstein, welcoming the con- 
ference attendees who repre- 
sented all facets of the agri- 
cultural industry and the state’s 
business community, said the 
farmer has three basic rights 
that should be protected. 

“The farmer has a right to 
farm. Some folks move into our 
rural areas so they can be out in 
the country. Then they object to 
farm smells, farm noises, and 
farm buildings,”’ he said. ‘But 
let’s not forget the farmer was 
there first! 


‘The farmer also has a right 
to make a fair and decent profit. 
Americans think they have a 
right to go to the grocery store 
and stock up their carts. And 
Americans think they have a 
right to pay one of the lowest 
percentages of their incomes 
for food of any people in the 
world. But folks who pay top 
dollar for a home in rich farm 
country shouldn't object to 
paying a fair price for farm 
products. 


“The farmer also has a right 
to protect his or her property 
values,’’ Goldstein said. 
“Farmers have invested their 
families, their fortunes and 
their futures in their land. They 
have a right to protest when 
someone ries lo devaiue Uial 
land. We have to realize the 
farmer has these rights, or else 
the farmer will become an 
endangered species here in 
Maryland and throughout 
America." 


Maryland grain farmers at a 
comparative disadvantage with 
their Midwest counterparts 
But the continuing importance 
of livestock — especially dairy 
cattle — and the broiler in- 
dustry have kept Maryland 
corn prices at approximately an 
eight-cent premium over U.S 
average prices for the past 35 
years. 

Intensive crop production, 
with its attendant heavy use of 
fertilizers and pesticides, does 
exact a cost in environmental 
issues such as reduced water 
quality in groundwater, rivers 
and the Chesapeake Bay. 

But farmers in lowa — and 
probably other Midwest states 
— are facing even more severe 
problems, as far as ground- 
water is concerned. So, on a 
relative scale, the environ- 
mental arena appears to give 
Maryland farmers a slight 
comparative advantage. 


Maryland Harvest 
And Fall Grain 
Planting Continues 


During the week ending 
November 14, field activities 
picked up once again. Topsoil 
moisture averaged 95 percent 
adequate and five percent 
short, according to the Mary- 
land Agriculture Statistics 
Service. Subsoil moisture was 
80 percent adequate and 20 per- 
cent short. There was an aver- 
age of 5.4 days suitable for field 
work during the week. 

Pastures remained in good 
condition in 80 percent of the 
state and 20 percent were in fair 
condition. Currently, hay sup- 
plies are adequate in 95 percent 
of the state and in short supply 


in five percent of the state 

Corn for grain had been har- 
vested on 93 percent of the acre- 
age. This progress is four per- 
cent behind last year's pace and 
slightly behind the five year 
average harvest. 

The soybean harvest at 
week's end was 76 percent com- 
plete. This progress is three 
percent ahead of last year and 
ll percent ahead of the five- 
year average. 

Small grains were in good 
condition on 95 percent of the 
acreage at week's end and in 
fair condition on the remaining 
five percent of the acreage. 

Winter wheat seeding was 87 
percent complete, five percent 
behind last year and four per- 
cent behind the five-year aver- 
age. 

Barley seeding was com- 
pleted by week's end, slightly 
ahead of last year’s 98 percent 
and the five-year average of 99 
percent. 

Rye had been seeded on 4 
percent of the acreage by the 
end of the week, slightly behind 
the 96 percent for both last year 
and the five-year average.

MARYLAND'S HARVEST: AMERICA AT ITS BEST 

Governor Theodore McKeldin once called Maryland 
“America in Miniature.’’ He was referring to our state’s beautiful 
and varied geography. We have everything in Maryland 
majestic mountains, ocean beaches, thriving cities, small towns, 
and rich farmland. 

I recently spent a beautiful fall day touring Maryland's farm 
country. What a wonderful experience. Our ‘harvest tour’ took 
us through farmlands of Carroll, Frederick, and Howard 
eounties. We visited three small farms where the best of 
America’s spirit, ingenuity, and hard work are alive and well. My 
pride in being a Marylander and an American has never been 
greater than on that October day 

Our first stop was Baugher’s Farm Market just outside 
Westminster in Carroll County. Allan and Marjorie Baugher 
manage this 1300-acre apple farm. Green rows of berry plants 
stretch between the orchard trees.

Allan Baugher hooked up his two tractors and drove us 
including 80 local kindergartners who were visiting the farm that 
day — down a winding lane past the berry rows and through fruit 
trees loaded with red and golden apples.

Our next stop was at a family farm in Mt. Airy, in Frederick 
County, where we visited the Berrywine Plantations. Berrywine 
is operated by Jack and Lucille Allen and their children including 
son, Anthony, an energetic young man who studied enology — 
winemaking — at the University of California. The Allens bought 
the former dairy farm, and turned it into a winery. 

Using the dairy barns and sheds, they produce and sell 30 
varieties of wines including grape, plum, peach, raspberry, and 
dandelion. They also make the most delicious fresh grape juices I 
have ever tasted. This year, they expect to produce 15,000 gallons, 
or 75,000 bottles, of Maryland wine. I don’t know when I have seen 
a family happier to be working together 

The Allens are a good example of American ingenuity, 
looking for new alternatives to meet changing times. They are 
real pioneers in the winemaking business, a business which offers 
great new possibilities in Maryland 

Our last stop was at Larriland Farm in Lisbon. Larry and 
Polly Moore and their family manage this beautiful farm and 
store in the rolling hills of Howard County. This is a great time to 
visit the Moores. Their farm is filled with bushels of red apples 
and bright orange pumpkins. While we were there a group of 
handicapped children arrived to select their Halloween 
pumpkins. The Moores welcome visitors and have gone out of 
their way to provide entertaining learning experiences for 
everyone who stops in. I spent part of my time there trying to find 
the way through a maze of hay bales. I don’t know when I've 
enjoyed myself more 

What did I take horne with me after my day at the farm? First 
of all, I realized again how great this state is. Maryland has 
fantastic scenery, outstanding resources, but most of all, 
tremendous people. I thought a lot about our country that day. 
This is the greatest nation the world has ever known — a nation of 
hardworking, innovative, and caring people. And finally, I 
thought again about how wondertfui il is to be a part of a state that 
has so much of the best of America in it. 

Oh yes, I did take home several other things — two bushels of 
the best apples ever grown and a bottle of that wonderful grape 
juice. I can't wait for next year’s harvest.

U.S. Proposes Farm 
Export Reforms In 
Next Two Years 


The United States wants to re- 
form world agricultural trade, 
beginning with a freeze on all 
farm price supports, subsidies 
and trade barriers in the next 
two years, a White House report 
said this week, 

The proposal, dated Novem- 
ber 7, was made as part of the 
current trade negotiations 
under the 9%-nation General 
Agreement on Tariffs and 
Trade (GATT). The round of 
talks began in Uruguay in 1986 
and are scheduled to conclude 


in 1990 

Earlier, the United States 
advocated the elimination of 
farm subsidies by the year 2000, 
but that proposal has been 
criticized heatedly by the 
European Economic Com- 
munity (EEC) and Japan 

Under the latest proposal, 
which was released by the 
office of U.S. Trade Repre- 
sentative Clayton K. Yeutter, 
the United States would agree 
to the freeze in 1989 and 1990 in 
return for a commitment from 
other countries to ‘eliminate all 
measures that directly or in- 
directly affect trade’’ and to 
write new rules that are based 
on free-trade principles. 

The plan is scheduled to be 
taken up next month during a 
midterm negotiating session in 
Montreal. 

According to the proposal, the 
United States also is seeking ‘‘a 
commitment to undertake 
specific reforms that would 
bring all agricultural trade into 
compliance’’ with new GATT 
rules within a period of time 
agreed upon by the negotiators.

Salary Study 
Released By 
Commission 


The Garrett County Salary 
Study Commission recently 
presented its recommendations 
to Garrett County Delegate of 
the Maryland General 
Assembly George Edwards. 

The recommendations were 
presented to give guidance to 
the delegate so he can introduce 
legislation to set salaries and 
compensations for Garrett 
County elected officials. The 
commission also makes a 
recommendation for the com- 
pensation of the Liquor Control 
Board. The members of this 
board, however, are appointed 
rather than elected. 

The commission met several 
times and interviewed 
members of each group before 
making a final recommenda- 
tion Criteria for the 
recommendations was based on 
the responsibility, duties, and 
time needed for the different 
members to do a respectable 
job in each of the capacities. 

The commission's recom- 
commendations will be in 
effect from 1990 to 1994. The 
commission was composed of 
Carl Fike, chairman; David 
Beard, Brooks Hamilton, Cathy 
Helbig and David Martin 

The recommendations are as 
follows: 

Judges of Orphans’ Court, 
raising the salary per year from 
$600 to $1,200. The mileage to 
and from the meetings will 
remain at the current county 
rate, and the expenses for 
meeting will remain at $25. 

Board of Supervisors of 
Elections, maintaining the 
current salary per year at 
$2,000 for president and $1,700 
for each member. The salary 
for each alternate would change 
from $40 per meeting to $600 per 
year 

Garrett County Treasurer, 
raising the salary per year from 
$22,000 to $30,000 

Liquor Control Board, main- 
taining the current salary per 
year of $2,000, with health 
insurance. 

Board of Education, raising 
the current salary per year 
from $2,400 to $3,600. Mileage to 
and from meetings will be at the 
current county rate, with a limit 
of $400. David Beard abstained 
from setting compensation for 
this board. 

Garrett County Commis- 
sioners, raising the salary per 
year from $18,000 to $28,000, 
with mileage pay, and expense 
account, and insurance.

Continued from Page A-5 
as the southwest, more typical! 
southwestern foods would be 
served 

Some groups of Indians, 
however, do not celebrate 
Thanksgiving, except as a day 
of mourning. At the Pilgrim 
statue in Plymouth, Mass., one 
Indian tribe pickets for 24 hours 
to proclaim Thanksgiving Day 
a day of mourning. At the same 
time, another local group of 
Indians hosts a Thanksgiving 
feast in Plymouth for Indians 
and non-indians, alike. 

Many groups of non-Indian 
people gather food each year to 
be distributed to Indians living 
on reservations. A man named 
Danny Davey, of Santa Anna, 
Calif., incorporated the 
Thunderbird Foundation after 
World War II, and distributes 
9,000 tons of food a year to the 
Hopi and Navaho reservations 
in the southwest, simply be- 
cause he ‘‘wanted to do some- 
thing’’ and put his actions 
where his thoughts were 

The Litton Flying Club, of 
Van Nuys, Calif., airlifts food 
into obscure areas of Indian 
reservations each Thanks- 
giving. This airlift so impressed 
Iron Eyes Cody, that he donated 
25 turkeys himself. 


In New York City, the only 
Native American-owned 
restaurant, ‘The Silverbird,” 
serves Thanksgiving dinner to 
the Indian community there. 
And last year, the Bad River 
Chippewa of Wisconsin served a 
Thanksgiving meal to 600 non- 
Indian people 

Although we non-Indians 
know it’s impossible to ‘‘make 
up for’ or erase history, we can 
at least try to repay their help to 
our forefathers by wishing all 
our Indian friends a very happy 
Thanksgiving Day 
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providing seed monies and sub- 
stantial in-kind support to help 
get the effort underway 

The Senator recognized 
several members of the ACA 
organization and thanked them 
for their interest and support 
He also credited the many 
volunteers for the success of the 
1988 pre-world event, held on 
the Savage River last June, and 
stressed the importance of their 
contributions to the World 
Championships.

When my husband, Tom Butscher, was diagnosed with a 
terminal illness, I thought I would be able to care for him myself 
But it became more difficult as he became increasingly ill. The 
last six weeks I was getting very little rest, as he needed more and 
more care. It was hard for me to admit that I needed help in 
caring for Tom. I wanted to keep him at home and take care of 
him by myself with sorne help from family and friends 

Jackie Snelson, our home health nurse, had discussed the 
Hospice program with us. I consented to talk to Sharon. She came 
to my home and explained the Hospice concept to me and we 
discussed how Hospice could help us. Hospice came on board 

The Hospice volunteers were a tremendous help. They would 
come and stay so I could go shopping and do things that I needed 
to get done outside of the home. One of the nicest things about the 
ladies who would sit with Tor was that they came ready to listen 
and talk. Some of therm knew him before he became ill and knew 
what he enjoyed. Because he had been sick for over five years. 
some of the younger volunteers had never heard of him. Tom 
glowed as he shared with these volunteers how he had been 
instrumental in beginning the Autumn Glory Festival.

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Thanksgiung Day — A Holiday We 
Owe To The American Indians

Would there have been a 
‘first Thanksgiving’’ if there 
had been no native people living 
on the North American conti- 
nent in the 1600s”? Would any of 
the Pilgrims have survived that 
first winter and spring without 
the help of a nearby tribe of 
Native Americans — Native 
Americans, who all had been 
dubbed ‘‘Indians’’ by Columbus 
two centuries earlier because 
he thought that India was the 
continent he had discovered. 

Those who sailed from 
Plymouth, England, aboard the 
Mayflower on September 6, 
1620, included 18 indentured 
servants, a hat maker, several 
soldiers, and two ‘‘juvenile 
delinquents,"’ a diverse group, 
none, apparently, with the 
training, skills or experience 
needed to survive in the New 
World. In all, the voyage had 
begun with 102 passengers — 41 
men and their families, in addi- 
tion to the 18 servants who 
were looking for religious free- 
dom, independence, or just 
escape 

The f3-davy vovage was un- 
usually severe with storms and 
huge waves tossing the ship off 
course. Of the original 102 
passengers, two died at sea. But 
the count remained at 102 be- 
cause of the births of two babies 
during the voyage. The ship 
landed at what is now 


Plymouth, Massachusetts, in 
the heart of winter on Decem- 
ber 12, 1620, with no store of 
supplies to last until the next 
year’s harvest could be made 

Rather than abandon such 
people on a wintry coast, 
Captain Christopher Jones, 
master of the Mayflower, kept 
his ship nearby at anchor, 
aiding at times with supplies. 
He even helped the colonists 
with their spring planting. Worn 
and weary from all this, 
Captain Jones died in England 
not long after his return there. 

By the following October, 
only 55 survivors remained. The 
fact that any of the Pilgrims 
remained at all was partly due 
to their good luck in finding 
carefully-wrapped, well-pre- 
served corn secretly buried by 
Indians as a reserve supply. 
Even more help was given by 
two English-speaking Indians: 
Samoset and Squanto ( Tisquan- 
tum). These men taught the 
settlers to fish and farm in ways 
suited to the New World. 
Squanto’s fluent English 
astonished the settlers, until 
they learned that he had been 
taken to England by a fishing 
captain, George Weymouth, 
and, after 10 years, had been 
brought back by the explorer, 
Captain John Smith. 

By the autumn of 1621, 
Governor Bradford set a time to 
give thanks for the year’s har- 
vest, meager as it was. He also 
decided to make it an occasion 
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for strengthening friendship 
with the Indians, and sent an 
invitation to the Wampanoag 
chief, Massasoit. The chief 
arrived to share in the feast, 
along with 90 Wampanoag 
Indians. Tactfully (noticing the 
limited food supply), the Indian 
visitors sent out hunters who 
brought in five deer to augment 
the fowl — ducks, geese and 
turkeys — killed by the settlers 
for the celebration. 

Turkey was not one of the 
most popular meat dishes in 
those days, perhaps because of 
the method of cooking avail- 
able. It was reported to have 
been ‘‘dry and stringy.’’ Other 
meats at the table included 
striped bass, cod, clams and 
other shellfish, lobster and eel. 

Vegetables may have in- 
cluded beans, pumpkins (but 
not pumpkin pie), squash, 
turnips, parsnips, barley, 
onions, leeks, watercress and 
other ‘‘sallet herbes,"’ and 
roasted Indian corn (the color- 
ful variety we now hang on our 
doors and add to centerpieces in 
autumn, only the ears were 
much smaller). 

No white bread was served 
because all the flour brought 
over on the Mayflower was long 
gone, but dark bread made of 
cornmeal, barley, and rye flour 
may have been served. 

Many wild fruits grew in 
abundance in the American 
wilderness. Among those fruits 
believed to have graced the first 
Thanksgiving table were wild 
plums and dried berries such as 
wild blueberries. The Indians 
used cranberries mixed with 
their meat to make pemmican, 
or ate them sour. If cranberries 
were served that first Thanks- 
giving they were not served in 
the form we know them today 

Dessert for that first cele- 
bration was probably fruit, 
also, as pumpkin pie had not 
been invented. In the early 
days, the Pilgrims stewed their 
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inherited from the Native Americans. The 


Wampanoag Indians, that tribe who helped the Pilgrims celebrate the first Thanksgiving, believe 
that corn and other vegetables were originally brought to them by the Crow. The Crow came to show 
the Wampanoag how to grow food and arrived with a corn kernel in his beak, a bean seed in one ear 
and a squash seed in the other. Archaeologists say that corn originated more than 5,000 years ago in 
Central America. It had three rows of grain, and from this the tribes ultimately bred corn similar to 
the eight-row variety we grow today. Corn from Central America reached New England by being 
traded trom tribe to tribe in the Yucatan Peninsula, and spreading north over the centuries. indians 
frequently used parched corn. They put the corn in the fire and baked it, making if easier to digest, 
easier to grind. Another way they used corn was to serve if with beans or grain, as in succotash, 
which increased the nutritional value of the corn. Corn like that pictured above was definitely served 
at the first Thanksgiving in some form or the other 


pumpkins and served it as a 
sauce. Their only pies were 
English-style meat pies 
References indicate that ‘‘suc- 
culent” eel pie was among the 
items served during the original 
feast. 

Legend also has it that the 
Pilgrims tasted their first 
popcorn at that Thanksgiving 
feast. 

Well, with 55 Pilgrims and 90 
Indians, the guest list num- 
bered 145. And who did all that 
cooking over outdoor fires, 
open spits and in outdoor 
ovens’ Of the 55 surviving 
Pilgrims there were only four 
adult women and two teenage 
girls. Since those poor women 
had not heard of women’s lib 
yet, it's not hard to guess who 
did all the cooking, carried the 
water, chopped the wood, and 
washed the dishes. 

The seating arrangement 
consisted of tables made by 
placing long boards over saw- 
horses. Chairs consisted of 
stools and tree stumps. Eating 
utensils were primarily pewter 
dishes, wooden bowls, knives 
and spoons. Forks were not 
commonly used during the 
seventeenth century, and hands 
and fingers were the primary 
eating utensils. 

The first Thanksgiving cele- 
bration lasted for three days, 
probably in October, and 
although it’s certain prayers 
were said and thanks were 
given, it is almost certain the 
celebration was more of a 
social, secular event than a 
religious event. Games were 
held for the children, and the 
Indians and the settlers 
wrestled, ran races, sang and 
danced with the young people. 
As part of the ceremony, the 
Pilgrims staged a demon- 
stration of their militia for the 
Indians, but word has it they 
were not impressed at all 

About five ‘good years’’ with 
the Indians followed that first 
Thanksgiving, but by 1628 there 
was significant warfare in the 
Plymouth Colony. This was 
partially caused by the fact that 
the Pilgrims were badly out- 
numbered. Although England 
had provided some funding for 
the Phymouth Colony, and 
much publicity had been 
written about life in the New 
World to promote colonization, 
interest had died down, the 
funding stopped, and the colony 
found itself almost completely 
abandoned for a_ period of 
years

Tension existed between the 
colonists and the Indians, 
mainly because the people on 
site, although trying to deal 
with the Indians in good faith, 
said one thing, and those in 
authority — across the ocean - 
said another. Indian/settler 
relations went from bad to 
worse, and the rest is history. 

In America, the custom of an 
annual day of thanksgiving 
after harvest prevailed, without 
a proclaimed, official date 
President George Washington 
proclaimed a day of thanks- 
giving annually during his term 
of office. By 1817, New York 
state had adopted Thanksgiving 
Day as an annual custom and 
that custom spread through the 
states 

Many years later, after 
persevering for 40 years with 
four different presidents, Sarah 
Josepha Hale, author of 
‘“Godey’s Lady's Book’’ and 
‘Ladies Magazine,"’ was able to 
convince President Abraham 
Lincoln to proclaim the last 
Thursday in November, 1863, as 
a national Thanksgiving Day. 

Although Thanksgiving Day 
is the most non-commercial 
holiday Americans observe, 
President Franklin D. 
Roosevelt proclaimed the 
fourth Thursday in November 
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as the day to celebrate Thanks- 
giving simply because cele- 
brated the last Thursday of the 
month, occasionally Thanks- 
giving would tall very near the 
end of November and shorten 
the shopping days between 
Thanksgiving and Christmas. 
Today most Indians celebrate 
Thanksgiving Day as a secular

The Rams, who have been a 
second-half team all year, lived 
up to that reputation as they 
wasted no time in taking the 
kickoff and beginning another 
drive on their own 15. The 
Southern offensive line out- 
muscled the Clippers’ larger 
defensive linemen, allowing 
Sanders and Mike Bittinger to 
carry the ball right down the 
field.

Things became even more 
bleak for Ram fans just two 
plays later, because that is all it 
took for the Clippers to score 
another touchdown and take a 
14-445 lead 

Fullback Matt Amey carried 
the ball on the first play and 
crashed through the middle of 
the Southern line for 15 yards 
Hoch then received the snap 
and, after scrambling one 
direction and then the other, 
broke loose for a 75-yard run to 


the end zone. The run for the 
two-point conversion failed. 

The Rams answered with 
another drive, one which 
resulted in some points this 
time, as Gibson capped the ef- 
fort with an 11-yard bootleg run 
around right end. He dragged 
two Clippers with him as he 
crossed the goal line with 8:57 
remaining in the game. The 
conversion run by Sanders to tie 
the score was stopped short. 

It was less than three minutes 
later that the Rams scored their 
winning touchdown, as Gibson 
spotted Ridenour behind the 
Bennett defense and hit him 
with a 30-yard bullet. Although 
it appeared Ridenour, at 6-2, 210 
pounds, might be caught, he 
turned on the after-burners and 
pulled away from the defenders 
on his way toward the end zone 
Sanders tacked on the two extra 
points. 

Although there were still 
about six minutes remaining in 
the game, the Southern defen- 
sive unit held the Clippers and 
forced them to turn over the 
ball with just seconds remain- 
ing 

Gibson, who connected on on- 
ly two of seven passes in the 
first haif, completed four of four 
in the second half to finish with 
119 yards. He also rushed for 50 
yards on eight carries, while 
Hoch led the Clippers’ rushing 
with 116 yards on eight carries. 
Mitchell finished with 89 yards 
on 18 carries.

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gained the Clippers in total of- 
fense by a 374-256 margin and 
also led in first downs, 15-8. 

Spearheading the Southern 
defense were junior linebacker 
Marshall Pike, who recorded 18 
tackles, and Jamie Colaw, who 
was credited with 10. 

I must say we were a little 
surprised with the outcome of 
this game,’’ stated Southern 
Coach Tom Woods. ‘‘This was a 
tearm that had five shutouts this 
year and had only given up 42 
points, with only 27 points given 
up by their first team. But we 
went in with a nice game plan 
and executed it superbly.” 

Woods gave most of the credit 
for the win to his offensive 
linemen, noting how effectively 
they opened holes in a much 
bigger defensive line, that 
averaged 220 pounds. 

‘They also provided excellent 
protection for Zack in the 
backfield,’’ Woods said. 

‘The pass to Brian was cer- 
tainly a big play, but there were 
really several big plays that 
were critical to our being suc- 
cessful,"’ he said. ‘Zack's 
bootleg runs for a first down 
and a touchdown were big plays 
and Mike Bittinger had two or 
three really big carries on third 
downs that kept our drives 
alive.

Benefit Habitat 


Christmas wreath-making 
season is here. Once again 
several Garrett Countians are 
collecting pine cones and 
gathering princess or ground 
pine, from which they fashion 
wreaths that are sold by Gar- 
rett County Habitat for 
Humanity 

Mrs. Wanda Paugh, Alta- 
mont, is coordinator of this 
year's project, which was 
started by former Habitat 
director John Milligan in 1986. 
Last year, Habitat sold about 
350 wreaths and orders for this 
year are coming in briskly, ac- 
cording to Mrs. Paugh. 

Wreath-making is something 
of a cottage industry. Roger 
Paugh, Wanda’s husband, helps 
when he is not working at 
Bausch & Lomb, and the 
younger Paughs — Brian, 14; 
April, 12; and Thomas, 5, 
chip in by helping collect cones 
and pine from the woods. 

Collecting the materials is 
part of the process for the 
Paughs and other wreath- 
makers, including Paris and 
Naomi Clemons, Mtn. Lake 
Park; Randy and Tammie 
DeWitt, Swanton; and Howard 
and Glenna Roth, Deer Park. 

The boys located at the 
forestry camp on Meadow 
Mountain are gathering cones 
and pine for house-bound people 
who also want to make 
wreaths for Habitat 

The finished wreaths, 
tashioned on a 14inch wire 
frame, are taken to the Com- 
munity Action Committee office 
in Oakland, which accepts 
orders for them and ships out- 
of-town orders by UPS. There is 
heavy demand from the eastern 
coastal cities, while some 
wreaths are shipped as far as 
Texas 

Wreath-making profits 
everyone involved, according to 
Mrs. Paugh. The makers all 
live in houses built by Habitat, 
and their working time counts 
as ‘“‘sweat equity,” a partial 
payment on the house. They 
also receive $4 for each wreath, 
while Habitat receives $11 and 
the purchases receive a hand.

Backround Scripture: Jeremiah 3) 27.34 
Devotional Reading: Jeremiah }2 '6-4! | 


‘The most important single 
teaching of Jeremiah,"’ is what 
Biblical scholar James Philip Hyatt 
says Of Jeremiah 31:27-34. And 
for once, there seems to be no 
scholarly disagreement with that 
assessment. This passage and the 
proclamation of the New Cove- 
nant is not only the climax of Jere- 
miah’s thought, but also one of 
the great mountaintops of the Old 
Testament. The concept was so 
important that later the Bible 
would be divided into two parts, 
the Old and the New Covenants 
or Testaments. 

So, what is a covenant? If you 
look in a Bible dictionary you'll 
find that there is no one word that 
serves as an adequate synonym, 
It is a concept that is easier to ex 
plain than it is to define. Essen. 
tially, acovenant Is an agreement 
and one can’t help thinking of a 
contract, a legal document that 
defines the promises made by two 
or more parties. Yet, the cove 
nant that God made with the peo- 
ple of Israel was more than justa 
contract of promises. In a sense, 
the Old Covenant described the 
relationship between God and 
his people: the Lord would be 
their God and they would be his 

eople. Perhaps we might say 
that the covenant was the bond 
between God and the people of 
Israel. 


BROKEN BONDS 
Unfortunately, the Old Cove- 
nant didn't seem to work very 
well. The reason: the covenant 
was dependent upon both parties 
--God and his people--keeping 
their respective ends of the agree- 
mant. But again and again Israel

broke the covenant and ended the 
relationship. In fact, the Old 
Testament is a continuing story 
of the numerous breakings of the 
covenant by the people of Israel 

So long as the covenant was de 
pendent upon Israel fulfilling its 
part of the agreement, it was doom 
ed to failure and disappoimtment 
That's where Jeremiah came in 
with a radically new concept 
Since the Old Covenant didn't 
work, Jeremiah prophesied that 
God would bring into being a New 
Covenant: *‘Behold the days are 
coming when | will make a new 
covenant with the house of Israel 
and the house of Judah, not like 
the covenant | made with their 
fathers when I took them by the 
hand to bring them out of the land 
of Egypt, my covenant which they 
broke’ (7:31,32) 

The people who listened to 
Jeremiah must have been shocked 
when the prophet spoke of God 
establishing a new covenant with 
Israel. For centuries the Hebrews 
had lived by the covenant that 
was based upon the giving of the 
Ten Commandments. How would 
this covenant be ‘‘new'"? 

First of all, this covenant will 
be written, not on stone tablets, 
“but I will put my law withm them, 
and | will write it upon their hearts”’ 
(31:33b). No more will the peo- 
ple need to rely upon written codes, 
instead their lives will have an in- 
ner motivation and power that 
will lift them beyond the mere 
fulfillment of written law 

Secondly, it will be a personal 
bond, each person relating to God 
directly. ‘“‘And no longer shall 
each man teach his neighbor and 
each his brother, saving, ‘Know 
the Lord,’ for they shall all know 
me, from the least of them to the 
greatest...°' (31:34) 

Finally, it will be a 
of forgiveness. What the new 
covenant will depend upon will 
not be the faithfulness of the peo 
ple, but the forgiveness which 
God offers them for their sin: 
‘for I will forgive their iniquity 
and | will remember their sin no 
more’’ (31:34) 

And that is the covenant by 
which we live even today. That is 
the bond that unites us with God

Funds Available 


To Vietnam Vets 


Vietnam veterans living in 
Maryland may be entitled to 
part of a $170 million Agent 
Orange settlement fund, 
reports the Maryland Agent 
Orange Commission 

“The Agent Orange Veteran 
Payment Program is designed 
to provide cash payments to 
Vietnam veterans exposed to 
Agent Orange and their 
families,’ said Thomas Shaner, 
coordinator of the commission. 

“Funds are available to 
Vietnam veterans who suffer 
from a long-term total dis- 
ability and to the survivors of 
deceased Vietnam veterans,”’ 
he added. 

Disability will be determined 
using Social Security guide- 
lines. Additional prerequisites 
for eligibility are that the 
veteran was exposed to Agent 
Orange while in Vietnam, and 
that the disability or death was 
not caused by a traumatic or 
self-inflicted injury. 

The Agent Orange Settlement 
Fund was established in 1984 as 
a result of a suit against the 
manufacturers of Agent 
Orange 

The fund was established at 
$180 million, and it has since 
grown to approximately $240 
million as a result of interest 
payments. ‘‘The plan to 
distribute the funds had been 
delayed by appeals, but the 
Supreme Court's June 30, 1988, 
decision declining to review the 
case cleared the way for distri- 
bution,” said Shaner. 

In addition to the Settlement 
Fund, an additional $52 million 
was provided the Agent Orange 
Class Assistance Program to 
fund social service projects that 
benefit Vietnam veterans and 
their families. Another $5 
million was distributed to 
Vietnam veterans in Australia 
and New Zealand. The 
remainder went to plaintiff 
attorneys’ fees. 

‘The amount of compen- 
sation that each individual will 
receive will depend on a variety 
of factors,’’ explained Shaner 
“These include the veteran's 
age and length of the veteran's 
disability or the year the 
veteran died. Early projections 
indicate that disability benefits 
will average approximately 
$5,700, with a maximum benefit 
of $12,800. Death benefits will 
average about $1,800, with a 
maximum payment of $3,400." 

Exact levels of payment can- 
not be established until the 
number of eligible claimants is 
determined. 

The Payment Program is 
projected to operate until 
December 31, 1994, and is 
expected to distribute compen-

sation to all class members who 
become eligible and file a claim 
before that date. To date, 
approximately 250,000 
individuals have filed claim 
forms seeking compensation. 

According to the U.S. District 
Court for the Eastern District of 
New York in preparing to 
distribute the assets created by 
the settlement of the litigation, 
Vietnam veterans may be 
eligible if they meet four 
requirements. They are: served 
in the U.S. armed forces in or 
near Vietnam between 1961 and 
1972; have a long-term total dis- 
ability; the disability was not 
caused by a traumatic, self- 
inflicted or accidental injury; 
and were exposed to Agent 
Orange while serving in 
Vietnam 

Surviving spouses’ or 
dependent children may be 
eligible if they are the surviving 
spouse or dependent child of a 
deceased Vietnam veteran who 
served between 1961 and 1972, 
the veteran's death was not 
caused by a traumatic, self- 
inflicted or accidental injury 
and the veteran was exposed to 
Agent Orange while serving in 
or near Vietnam. 

Vietnam veterans needing 
further information about 
eligibility criteria or the distri- 
bution of the settlement fund, 
should call 1-800-225-4712. 

Maryland Vietnam veterans 
who feel they were exposed to 
Agent Orange should also con- 
tact the Maryland Agent 
Orange Commission to register 
with that agency. To do so, they 
should call 332-1-NAM, in Balti- 
more. 


Chekhov Play To 
Be Presented At 


Frostburg State 


Anton Chekhov's ‘‘The Three 
Sisters"’ will be presented at 
Frostburg State University in 
Compton Auditorium from 
December 1-3. Curtain time for 
each performance will be 8:15 
p.m. 

“The Three Sisters’ is 
dependant upon sound, visual 
images and character inter- 
relationships,’’ noted director 
Linda G. McCulloch, who views 
Chekhov as much of a 
“composer and painter as a 
dramatist."’ 

‘His plays are like 
symphonies. Every act in a 
Chekhovian play is like a move- 
ment in a symphony,’ she said, 
adding that the visual pictures 
which are formed throughout 
his works are extremely 
significant 

Of ‘‘The Three Sisters,"’ she 
said, ‘‘the sounds and visual 
images, if there were no words, 
would be symphonic in nature.” 

Set in 1900 provincial, Czarist 
Russia, “The Three Sisters” is 
a study of three daughters of a 
deceased army officer who 
refuse to accept their lives in a 
provincial outpost. Consumed 
with the notion of returning to 
Moscow, none of the sisters is 
capable of realizing her dream 
and must live with alternate 
choices. They must face the 
tragedy of their inevitable 
inertia. 

Even though “The Three 
Sisters" is a drama, it also 
offers humor of character and

IRS Seeking 
Citizens Uho Are 
Due Tax Refunds 


The Internal Revenue Service 
and the Maryland State 
Comptroller's Office are trying 
to locate those area residents 
who are due tax refunds from 
their 1987 federal and state 
income tax returns. For the 
third year in a row, federal and 
state tax agencies have com- 
bined their efforts to locate tax- 
payers who are due refunds. 

According to Phil Brand, IRS 
District Director for Maryland 
and the District of Columbia, 
approximately 2,200 federal 
refund checks, totalling over 
$1.6 million dollars, and ranging 
from $1 to $19,659, with an 
average refund of $513, were 
returned by the postal service 
as undeliverable. 

Persons in Garrett County 
whose refunds were returned to 
the IRS labeled as ‘‘undeliver- 
able" are: Alice L. Brandlen, 
Oakland; Ralph E. DeBerry, 
Deer Park; and William and 
Regina Butler, Swanton 

Comptroller Louis Goldstein 
noted that his office has 1,349 
undelivered state refund 
checks, totalling $190,782 

‘These range from a low of $1 
to a high of $11,498,"" said Gold- 
stein, ‘with the average refund 
amounting to about $140.” 

Brand said these taxpayers 
may have moved or changed 
their last names during the year 
and did not notify the IRS, or 
the address on the returns may 
simply have been illegible 

When a refund is returned by 
the post office, the two agencies 
atternpt to find the taxpayer 
and deliver the check, but there 
are always those who cannot be 
found 

Anyone who is expecting a 
1987 or prior year federal 
refund check, has moved, or 
changed their name during the 
year, and who has not already 
contacted the IRS, should call

SAT Scores By 
State’s Freshmen 
Up 17 Points 


This year the average 
Scholastic Aptitude Test (SAT) 
scores of freshmen entering 
Maryland senior public 
campuses rose 17 points, from 
942 to 959, according to a study 
by the Maryland Higher Edu- 
cation Commission. This 
increase took place despite a 
six-point decline in the average 
SAT score obtained by Mary- 
land graduating high school 
seniors, from 914 to 908. 

All of Maryland's public four- 
year institutions reported a rise 
in average SAT scores of enter- 
ing freshmen this year. Morgan 
State University reported the 
largest increase — 75 points. 
Bowie State University 
registered an increase of 48 
points while the increase at the 
University of Maryland College 
Park was 25 points, Towson 
State, 19 points, and Frostburg 
State, 18 points. St. Mary’s 
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continues to enroll the entering 
freshman class with the highest 
average SAT scores. The 
University of Maryland College 
Park follows closely behind. 


Although this year’s increase 
in SATs was the largest during 
the 1980s, the year-to-year 
increases since 1980 generally 
have been substantial. The 
average combined score of 
freshmen at Maryland's senior 
public campuses has increased 
by 81 points since 1980, three 
and one-half times as much as 
the rise in average SAT scores 
of Maryland high school seniors 
during the same period. 


The strong gains in the 
average test scores of students 
entering senior public institu- 
tions in recent years has sub- 
stantially changed the relation- 
ship between their scores and 
those of the pool of high school 
graduates from which they are 
drawn, the commission said. 
The average SAT scores of 
freshmen at Maryland senior 
public campuses this year is 51 
points higher than the average 
of the State’s high school

This training is required by 
the State of Maryland for any 
individual who has not obtained 
a hunting license prior to 1977 
and for those individuals who 
are 16 years of age or younger. 
Course handbooks are provided 
by the Maryland Department of 
Natural Resources at no cost to 
the College or participants. 
DNR also provides update 
training for instructors. This 
training is required by a num- 
ber of other states some of 
which accept Maryland's cer- 
tification.

Dickey Chapelle 
Award Presented 
To Rep. Byron 


U.S. Representative Beverly 
B. Byron was honored by the 
U.S. Marine Corps during the 
final days of the 100th Congress. 
The fifth-term congresswoman 
was singled out for the Dickey 
Chapelle Award for her work as 
chairman of the House Armed 
Services Subcommittee on Mili- 
tary Personnel and Compen- 
sation. 

The Dickey Chapelle Award 
is named for the late American 
foreign correspondent who was 
killed while covering the 
actions of Marine infantrymen 
in combat in Vietnam. The 
award was conceived to extend 
recognition to a women who has 
contributed to the morale, wel- 
fare, and well being of the men 
and women of the U.S. Marine 
Corps. 

‘“T'm grateful to the Marine 
Corps for presenting me with 
this prestigious award,"’ Byron 
said. ‘‘I'm proud of the work the 
subcommittee has done this 
year, and I know the other 
members of the committee 
share my concern for military 
personnel and the problems 
affecting their families.”’ 

Among the issues the subcorm- 
mittee reviewed this year under 
Byron's leadership was mili- 
tary fraternization. The sub 
committee recognized that the 
face of the military is changing 
due to a greater influx of female 
personnel. For this reason, 
some of the regulations regard- 
ing fraternization are under re- 
view. 

In addition, the subcommittee 
held field hearings at Fort Ben- 
ning, Georgia; Fort Leonard 
Wood, Missouri, and at Fort 
Detrick in Frederick, Mary- 
land. A panel heard testimony 
from dependents, retirees, and 
CHAMPUS (Civilian Health 
and Medical Program of the 
Uniformed Services) officials in 
an effort to gain first-hand 
information from the people 
who provide medical care and 
from those who receive it. 

“The House Armed Services 
Subcommittee on Military Per- 
sonnel and Compensation ad- 
dressed a number of issues this 
session, but there is still a great 
deal to do to insure that the 
needs of our military men and 
women are addressed adequ- 
ately,’’ Byron said. “I’m 
delighted to see that the U.S. 
Marine Corps understands the 
important tasks with which we
